AHC NATIONAL ISSUES 
FORUM TO FOCUS ON NEW 
TENOR IN CONGRESS 


K ing Leatherbury might 
trail two trainers in Thor¬ 
oughbred racing his¬ 
tory in career wins, but the 
Maryland native likely leads aU 
conditioners in horse racing 
neckties. He estimates he has 
‘‘several hundred” unique rac¬ 
ing ties. 

The collection, which start¬ 
ed as a joke about 20 years ago 
between Leatherbury, televi¬ 
sion personality Chris Lincoln 
and former racing executive 
Lenny Hale, now has a mind 
of its own. 

“We have a pact that who¬ 
ever dies, the ties go to the 
others,” Leatherbury said. “If I 
can outiive those two, which is 
unlikely because I am the old¬ 
est, then I would have a huge 
collection. A few years ago at 
the Ahbi Breakfast, Chris gave 
me about 35 ties and my wife 
said to him, ‘How long do 
you think it will be before you 
get them aU back?’ My family 
and friends have bought into it 
and are always looking to buy 
me ties for Christmas and my 
birthday. I have a super col¬ 
lection but have slowed them 


down because it was getting 
ridiculous. You can only wear 
one a day.” 

Leatherbury, who ranks 
ranks third on the aU-time win 
hst for trainers with more than 
6,315 career victories, recorded 
his first win with Mister L in 
1959 at Sunshine Park (now 
Tampa Bay Downs). He has 
52 Maryland training titles at 
Pimlico and Laurel Park on his 
resume. 

While he is not winning 
races hke he did in the 1970s, 
1980s and 1990s, Leatherbury, 
who turned 78 on March 26, 
is still plugging away, and cur¬ 
rently conditions multiple 
stakes winner Ben’s Cat. 

In his heyday, Leatherbury 
was one of the ^‘Big Four” 
of Maryland racing, along 
with Hall of Famer Buddy 
Delp, Dick Dutrow and John 
Tammaro. He had four con¬ 
secutive 300-win campaigns in 
the mid 1970s and was the 
nation’s leading conditioner in 
1977 and 1978.

NEW REQUIREMENTS 
FOR HORSES FROM CEM- 
AFFECTED COUNTRIES 


T he American Horse 
Council reports that the 
US. Department of Agri¬ 
culture’s Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service 
(USDA-APHIS) issued an 
interim rule, effective July 22, 
amending some of the regu¬ 
lations regarding the impor¬ 
tation of horses from coun¬ 
tries affected with contagious 
equine metritis (CEM). As of 
that date, any horse imported 
from a CEM-affected coun¬ 
try must satisfy all of the 
additional requirements 
included in the interim rule. 
The USDA notice is posted 
at http://edocket.access.gpo. 
gov/2011 /pdf/2011 -7098. 
pdf 

A summary of the rule 
changes includes: 

Weanlings and yearlings: 
the interim rule requires an 
additional certification stat¬ 
ing the weanlings and year- 
hngs have never been bred. 

Imported stallions, test 
mares and imported mares: 


the interim rule contains 
enhanced testing require¬ 
ments in procedures and 
protocols, identifies specific 
locations for culture swabs, 
requires a 72-hour minimum 
between each culture and 
extends the time frames for 
diagnostic testing from seven 
days to 12 days to allow for 
greater flexibility with labora¬ 
tory operations. 

USDA-APHIS cited 
weaknesses in current regula¬ 
tions along with the 2006 
and 2008 CEM incidents in 
explaining why the agency 
published the changes and 
why the changes are effec¬ 
tive immediately. USDA will 
accept comments on the 
changes through May 24, 
2011. The agency may stiU 
make changes to the rules 
pursuant to any comments 
received.

J oe Clancy Sr. walked into 
the paddock with a lead 
shank and a bucket of 
feed, hoping to entice the big 
chestnut horse who was graz¬ 
ing about 100 yards away on 
the opposite side of a stream.

^‘There are minks down 
there in that stream,” Clancy 
explained. ‘‘They hang around 
that little bridge a lot, and he 
doesn’t like them at all. They 
smeU pretty bad.” 

Clancy, manager of F.A. 
(Buddy) and Kate Martin’s 
Winter King Farm in West 
Grove, Pa., has looked after the 
20-year-old gelding Aitcheson 
Lane for the past 10 years. Bred 
in Maryland by Beverly C. Fox, 
the son of Salutely and Lengths 
Ahead (by Art Market) made 13 
starts on the flat, exclusively at 
Laurel and Pimlico. 

“Aitcheson Lane’s grand¬ 
mother, Milhon Heiress, by 
Whirhng Fox, was bought 
as a riding horse for my ex- 
husband, Ron Ladue,” Fox 
recounted. “The second filly 
we had from her was Lengths 
Ahead, Aitcheson Lane’s dam. 
Frank Calvo trained Lengths 
Ahead and arranged with Bill 
and Phyllis Dixon for an on- 
the-cuff breeding to Salutely. 
When I was in a car accident, 
Mr. Dixon called and offered 
to cover the training expenses 
of Aitcheson Lane. First the 
stud fee was to be paid back 
and then the fee of $15,000 
for the horse. Unformnately, it 
took over a year to get him to 
his first race, and he wasn’t a 
roaring success.” 

Continued Fox: “Tim Keefe, 
who had come to my house 
when he was 12 and rode the 
old mare as his first horse, was 
just starting as a trainer, so 
we sent Aitcheson Lane to 


Tim. Mr. Dixon gave up on 
the horse after a poor show¬ 
ing in a turf race. Tim and 
I made arrangements to con¬ 
tinue running him. We ran him 
for $7,500 [next out] and he 
won. He won another by sever¬ 
al lengths, then a tooth started 
pushing out the bottom on his 
jaw. I had it operated on, then 
started him hacking and going 
over small jumps in my field. 
We decided to have the Clancys 
school him over fences; Joe 
Sr. said he was impressed the 
first day he lunged him over a 
jump. We brought him home, 
galloped him some more, 
and then decided to have the 
Clancys sell him.” 

The senior Clancy rode the 
gelding a bit, but his son Sean, 
then a top steeplechase jockey, 
did most of the proper school¬ 
ing on the horse. Aitcheson 
Lane caught the attention of 
jump trainer Paddy Neilson, 
who purchased him for owner 
Irv Naylor. Neilson rode the 


horse himself in three starts 
in 1997 before he and Naylor 
decided to sell him. Buddy 
Martin had horses with Neilson 
at that time, and Aitcheson 
Lane seemed the perfect 
mount for the avid foxhunter/ 
point-to-point rider. 

“Paddy’s place is right over 
the hiU, so Buddy rode him 
home from Paddy’s place to 
here,” said Clancy, who easily 
quotes chapter and verse on 
the horse’s history. “He hunted 
him [with Cheshire Hounds] 
and then ran him. He won 
a point-to-point at Fair HiU 
wi^ him; he won at Winterthur 
with him. He won the heavy¬ 
weight division up here in 
Delaware that year and then 
Blythe MiUer won the Cheshire 
Bowl with him—I think that 
was the following year. Then 
Sean rode him at WiUowdale 
in 1999 and won on him. In 
2001 he finished third at My 
Lady’s Manor and fifth in the 
Virginia Gold Cup. And Buddy 


rode him in some sanctioned 
owner/rider timber races. But 
then he puUed a suspensory 
behind.” 

By the time he was formally 
retired to Winter King Farm, 
Aitcheson Lane, called “Joe” 
for the legendary jump rider 
Joe Aitcheson for whom he is 
named, had an official record of 
22-3-2-3 and $30,101 in earn¬ 
ings. After rehabbing the tendon 
injury, he continued to hunt 
hounds with Buddy Martin. 

“Buddy even showed him,” 
Clancy added. “He went to 
the Hampton Classic with him. 
He wasn’t a great show horse, 
but he showed. Kate hunted 
him. Buddy hunted him. He 
was just a great old hunter. He 
was very bossy when we first 
retired him and turned him out 
here; he was tough. And he stiU 
demands a little respect, but he 
doesn’t bother anybody.” 

When a hind ankle began to 
drop down a bit, the Martins 
stopped tiding the horse, con¬ 
cerned that the condition 
would continue to deteriorate. 

“We were told by the vet that 
if we kept on him, it could just 
drop all the way down to the 
ground,” Clancy said, “so that 
was the end of that.” 

For the past four years, 
Aitcheson Lane has shared a 
field at the 30-acre farm with 
fellow retirees Truly Nolen, 
Riverdee and Clancy’s personal 
hunter, the Marquetry gelding 
Diversified. Truly Nolen, a big, 
rangy gray with one eye, “won 
a good brush race up at Bel¬ 
mont Park with Charfie Fen¬ 
wick,” according to Clancy. 
After 29 races, Riverdee, now 
27, had a successful career in 
three-day eventing, finishing 
fifth at the Rolex Kenmcky 
event with Anne Kontos 
Clancy, Sean’s wife. 

“The Martins really spoil 
these old horses, and they let 
me spend anything I want to 
spend on their care,” Clancy 
said with a smile. “These boys 
five the good life.”

Maryland’s 
breeding industry 
is beginning to 
spring back 


T his morning I was asked to draw a blood sample from 
a mare who was going from Pennsylvania BACK to 
Maryland to foal. Last week I talked with a gentleman 
who was bringing his mares BACK from Kentucky to foal 
in Maryland. I recently talked to a trainer who asked me 
to look out for a broodmare for him because he wouldn’t 
mind getting BACK into breeding something he can race 
for himself 

Several other members of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association have had similar experiences. Former 
clients looking to get back in the breeding business, others 
considering getting another mare, or maybe breeding 
one they had ""retired.” There’s a growing optimism in 
Maryland that we haven’t seen for some time. 

What’s going on? It’s all about opportunity. In March, 
the MHBA announced plans to boost the breeder’s 
awards for maiden winners during the Pimlico meet. This 
means the breeder now receives a bonus of 30 percent 
of the winner’s earnings! To make things even sweeter, 
the current 15.5 percent owner’s awards, as weU as the 
$5,000 owner’s bonus for maiden special weight winners, 
remains in effect. The results of this announcement have 
been remarkable. And this is only the beginning. The 
members of the MHBA Board of Directors are uniformly 
committed to continuing and expanding this program as 
revenues from slots become available. 

Sure there will be some bumps along the road, but 
make no mistake about it, we are moving forward. There 
win be real opportunity in Maryland in the next few years. 
With the number of Maryland-bred foals relatively low, 
and an increasing amount of money available for breeder’s 
and owner’s awards, the odds of profiting from breeding 
and owning Maryland-bred race horses have never been 
better. 

For those of you who ""stuck it out” during the hard 
times, this news has got to be sweet music to your ears. 

For those of you who haven’t foaled mares in Maryland 
for a while, it’s time to come BACK home. *

THEIR JOB IS NO 
EASY BREEZE 

How pros handle the selection process 
at 2-year-olds In training sales.

A uctions can be as excit¬ 
ing as a stretch duel, as 
excruciating as losing a 
championship game, as reward¬ 
ing as winning the lottery. Itis 
a subculture in the world of 
Thoroughbreds where possi¬ 
bilities are endless, rewards can 
be quick, and risk is always 
present. 

Thousands of 2-year-olds 
are offered at public auction 
every year, with one of the final 
major stops being atTimonium 
in May for the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic sale. Over the last 
decade, the Maryland sale has 
yielded the hkes of Echpse 
Award winners Afleet Alex, 
Xtra Heat and Informed Deci¬ 
sion. 

It takes savvy and confi¬ 
dent individuals to go to the 
sales year after year, putting 
their reputation on the Hne. 
Budgets vary, but scores have 
been made at all levels of the 
price range. 

What does it take for a 
2-year-old to stand out at a 
sale? How important are veteri¬ 
nary records? What imperfec¬ 
tions can be overlooked? 

A vast number of trainers, 
as weU as bloodstock agents, 
use their experience and exper¬ 


tise to search out athletes 
for their chents. Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred associate editor 
Cindy Deubler spoke with 
six veteran buyers at juvenile 
sales-active trainers Tim HiUs, 
Rodney Jenkins, Robert (Butch) 
Reid and Rick Violette; retired 
trainer and bloodstock advisor 
Greg Gilchrist; and bloodstock 
agent Joe Brocklebank. 

H Hdls, based in New Jersey 
during the summer and Florida 
in the winter, was Monmouth 
Park’s leading trainer in 2002 
and 2004. The 59-year-old, 
who began training horses at 
age 21, has been buying 2-year- 
olds since 1976 when he start¬ 
ed going to Hialeah and Ocala 
sales. 

Among Hills’s notable 
juvenile purchases are Catch a 
Thief and Cherokee Jewel. 

A $25,000 Timonium pur¬ 
chase, 4-year-old Catch a Thief 
has earned $198,000, with five 
wins from nine starts. A two- 
time stakes winner and graded 
stakes-placed. Catch a Thief 
was the Maryland-bred cham¬ 
pion 3-year-old filly of 2010. 
Cherokee Jewel, an Ocala 
Breeders’ Sales Company April 
purchase in 2005 for $27,000, 


won half her 10 starts, two 
stakes, and earned $190,685. 

H Maryland-based Jenkins has 
picked out do 2 ens of 2-year- 
olds over the years. They 
include February Fasig-Tipton 
Florida sales horses Outstander, 
a $100,000 purchase who went 
on to win or place in 11 stakes 
and earn $309,855, and mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes winner and 
Grade 1-placed Greek Sun, a 
$425,000 buy. 

H Parx Racing-based Reid, a 
trainer for 30 years, has been 
going to the 2-year-old sales 
since the late 1970s. Among 
his biggest finds, all at the 
May sale, are Nani Rose, win¬ 
ner of the Regret Stakes-G3 
at Churchill Downs and Lake 
George Stakes-G3 at Sara¬ 
toga from nine starts, earn¬ 
ing $229,469 for her $95,000 
purchase price; Valleydar, a 
$50,000 find who banked 
$190,880 during her stakes- 
winning and graded stakes- 
placed career; and HaAno, a 
$6,000 purchase who became 
a stakes winner of $181,719 
and was graded stakes-placed 
at Gulfstream Park. 

H Violette, a longtime lead¬ 
ing trainer in New York, pur¬ 


chased Read the Footnotes, the 
$320,000 2003 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic sales topper, after the 
colt posted what was believed 
to be the fastest three-furlong 
workout ever by a Fasig-Tipton 
sale 2-year-old (:33.20). Read 
the Footnotes, described by 
Violette as ‘‘not the best con¬ 
formed. .. but such an athlete,” 
went on to win three graded 
stakes from eight starts, earned 
$450,660, and is now one of 
New York’s leading sires. 

H Gilchrist purchased graded 
stakes winners Smokey Stover 
and Wild Promises out of the 
Timonium sale. Smokey Stover, 
one of the top sprinters in 
the country in 2007 when he 
captured four stakes, including 
the Potrero Grande Breeders’ 
Cup Handicap-G2 and Bay 
Meadows Breeders’ Cup Sprint 
Handicap-G3, was a $140,000 
purchase who went on to earn 
$568,725, winning eight races, 
with four seconds and a third, 
in 14 starts. 

Wild Promises, purchased 
for $75,000, won 13 of 20 starts 
for earnings of $699,610. Her 
biggest scores were the Grade 
3 My Charmer Handicap and 
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$500,000 Sunshine Millions 
Filly and Mare Turf Stakes. 

After a long training career 
in northern California, Gdchrist 
retired from that profession in 
May 2010, but remains active in 
the bloodstock market. One of 
his main clients is Blinkers On 
Racing, which campaigns cur¬ 
rent multiple Grade 1 winner 
Turbulent Descent, a |160,000 
purchase selected by Gilchrist 
at the OBS 2010 April sale. 

Gilchrist grew up around 
horse sales-his father was a 
horse trainer and auctioneer 
and his grandfather had a sales 
barn in Colorado. He’s been 
attending Thoroughbred sales 
on a regular basis since 1979. 

H Former jockey Brocklebank, 
a native of Ireland who rode 
his first winner at Pimhco in 
the mid-1960s, has spent many 
years as a bloodstock agent, 
and has rewarded clients with 
successes such as millionaire 
Friendly Island, bought for 
$85,000 at the OBS March sale 
and winner of four stakes, two 
graded, and stakes-placed five 
times, including the Breeders’ 
Cup Sprint Stakes-Gl and 
Dubai Golden Shaheen-Gl; 
$809,539-earner and seven¬ 
time stakes winner Capeside 
Lady, purchased out of the 
May sale for $65,000; and Roar 
Emotion, a three-time graded 
stakes winner of $635,912 who 
cost $37,000 at the OBS April 
sale. 

What are your 
priorities in 
selecting 2-year- 
olds—what are you 
looking for? 

HiUs: Obviously, the one 
thing about 2-year-old sales 
that you don’t have at other 
sales is that you can actually 
watch them train. So you have 
got to like how the horse per¬ 
forms on the track. . . whether 
it be the length of stride, or the 
horse’s focus. 

Generally, I think anyone 
would be lying if they say they 
don’t want the horse to go 
fast. But I hke to see them 
go fast without heavy pressure, 
without getting slogged by the 
rider. It makes me mad to see a 
rider beat on his horse, because 
obviously, after giving them a 


couple of slaps-they respond 
to that-it’s punishment and it’s 
ugly. I hate that. 

I focus on how they go, 
number one, and then pedigree 
is important, because pedigree 
will tell you hopefully where 
the horse is going to go. For 
example, if the horse’s dam 
has had five foals, and none to 
race, or one to race who was 
unplaced, then chances are this 
family is not a sound family. 

The starting point is how 
they get over the track. If they 
go choppy, I don’t care how 
good the pedigree is, or how 
correct they are. If they don’t 
travel good, then you move on 
to the next one. 

Brocklebank: I Hke to see 
them move on the race track, 
obviously, and I prefer to get 
there days before the bree 2 e 
show so I can see most of 
them gallop. If you just see 
them when they’re breezing, 
you are just seeing them at that 
gait. Their everyday training is 
not going to be breezing, it’s 
going to be gaUoping-so I Hke 
to get a feel for the horses at a 
different pace, then I’ll follow 
every horse and mark how they 
travel on their normal day of 
training. 

Their breathing is very 
important to me, and they 
need to be balanced. Balance is 
everything, whether it’s a horse 
or Hfe. 

Gilchrist: WeU, I think I’m 
no different than the others 
that purchase horses. Usually 
your first incHnation is your 
best one. Sometimes you study 
and you study and you talk 
yourself out of something that 
maybe you shouldn’t. 

At the 2-year-old in training 
sales, the way the animal moves 
on the race track, not necessar¬ 
ily their (breeze) time, has a lot 
to do with getting your atten¬ 
tion. So if you Hke what you see 
in the preview show, or on the 
video, then you can go look at 
their conformation, their page 
in the book, what the mare has 
produced. 

Certainly to me, if I don’t 
Hke the way an animal moves 
on the race track, there’s really 
not much chance of me going 
to look at him. After aU, that is 
the final determination of what 
they can do on the race track.

Obviously, the one thing 
about 2-jear-old sales 
that you don^t have at other 
sales is that you can actually 
watch them traind’ 
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what they can accomphsh out 
there. They could be the great¬ 
est looking animal in the world 
standing still in the barn, but 
if they have a trashy way of 
going on the race track that will 
probably be consistent with not 
being a very good horse. 

Ifs certainly not a science. 
We all just do the best we 
can and hope that it turns 
out. Because whether you give 
$500,000 for one or $5,000, 
they are all eligible to step in 
the same hole, they are aU eli¬ 
gible to get the same disease, 
there are so many hurdles to 
get over to finally get to the 
winner’s circle. You gotta have 
a little luck along the way. 

Violette: You’ll hear every¬ 
one say well-balanced, looks 
hke an athlete. It’s the frame¬ 
work, a good shoulder, good 
hip, decent si 2 e. The slope of 
the shoulder, depending on the 
surface, you might be able to 
get away with sometimes. 

Jenkins: I look for the 
scope of the horse, the si 2 e, 
and how it works. And then the 
main thing out of a 2-year-old 
sale is the soundness. It’s awful¬ 
ly young for those horses to be 
doing what they’re doing, so 
you have to be very careful. A 
sound horse out of the 2-year- 
old sale is very, very important. 

Reid: The big advantage is 
you get to see them train. You 
get to see them go, see them 
bree 2 e. Now it doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily have to be a real fast 
bree 2 e for me, since I have 
owners who are in the middle 
range and are not really going 
to be hitting the sales-toppers. 
They don’t have to go real fast, 
it’s more how they move and 
how they gallop out. 

As soon as I go back and 
look at them as individuals, a 
lot are eliminated. There are 
certain physical attributes that 
are a must for me: which is 
si 2 e—a horse can be small but 
needs to look like an athlete. 
As far as soundness-wise, you 
try to obviously pick the most 
sound and most correct horse 
that you can, but you can give 
a little leeway according to the 
price. You can sometimes get 
value when a horse has a minor 
toe-out or something like that. 
It may turn other people off 
but you decide what you can 
deal with.

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How much does 
pedigree factor in 
your decision? 

Violette: There’s always a 
balance. You look for some¬ 
thing in the pedigree, but you 
need the performance. They 
need the ability to shift gears. 
Those that look like they are 
working hard during a work 
are probably always going to be 
working hard. You can give up 
conformation points, but there 
has to be something in the 
pedigree. Something in their 
genes to show the abihty. 

Gilchrist: I always tell peo¬ 
ple I buy for: ‘Y^ou don’t want 
to be the one paying for the 
pedigree, you want to be the 
one making the pedigree.” If 
it was that easy, you would just 
breed the best mare and the 
best stallion, and you’d have the 
best horse. 

So for years and years 
people were just buying a 
page — they wanted to buy a full 
brother to somebody or a half- 
sister to that one and as far as I 
was concerned, that was really 
good for me. 

There are race horse fami- 
hes that carry on. . . I’m not 
saying to buy inferior breeding, 
you don’t want to try to buy a 
bargain every time, but I think 
that if you try to buy a horse 
that moves well, that takes you 
back to the barn, you can see if 
you can hve with their pedigree, 
see what their conformation is 
hke, the whole attitude of the 
animal, and put all those things 
together, and say that might be 
the one. 

But that’s not the end of it, 
because a whole lot of people 
may be saying the same thing. 
You have to go in and bid, and 
you get outrun a lot of times 
there. I guess buying horses is 
a tittle bit like fishing, you have 
to be very patient. 

Reid: When I go to watch 
the bree 2 e show, I don’t even 
look at the catalog, because I 
don’t want that to influence 
how I’m watching the horses 
train. I pick up the catalog after 
and see how they match up. 

I know there are some 
pedigrees I’m going to tike. I 
don’t want to be looking at the 
bree 2 e and have it in my mind 
“Oh yeah, I tike this horse” 








because of the page. I want to 
look at the bree 2 e as if that is 
the only factor and I want to 
compare them that way If I 
know the horse has a decent 
pedigree, I will sometimes try 
to talk myself into a horse 
that way rather than looking at 
him objectively That’s the very 
reason why I don’t look at the 
catalog before the breeze show 

When looking at pedigrees, 
a strong broodmare sire is one 
of my top priorities, and I like 
a young staUion. I think maybe 
you get value with a first or 
second-year stallion who hasn’t 
reaUy proven himself one way 
or the other. Especially in the 
price range I’m looking at in 
that sale. 

Brocklebank: Pedigree- 
as much pedigree as you can 
get. I hke to see pedigrees that 
go back to good families, Hke 
Greentree or Claiborne, or C.V 
Whimey or Christiana, all those 
blue-blood pedigrees. If there 
is a foundation Hke that in a 
horse’s pedigree I think it gives 
you a much better chance, plus 
the fact that I’ve been in this 
business for so long, I have 
some idea of what that horse is 
supposed to look Hke. 

Jenkins: If I’m buying a 
fiHy, that is more of a factor 
than a colt, because of that 
residual value with the fiUies if 
they have pedigree. The colts 
I just look at them for their 
abiHty, and the way they move, 
their size. When I’m buying for 
my cHents, I try to buy horses 
who have state-breds by them, 
Hke Maryland-bred, New York- 
bred, West Virginia-bred. 

How important 
is the work? And 
what do you look 
for when a horse is 
working? 

Reid: It’s the ease with 
which they do it, it’s the length 
of stride. The ease is the key 
and how they gaUop out. If they 
are a good, confident-looking 
horse with a big, healthy stride 
on them —they’re the ones I 
gravitate towards. 

Violette: Times matter to 
a point in that they don’t have 
to be the fastest in the sale, but 
they have to show some abiHty. 


The people that seU 2-year-olds 
all do a pretty darn good job. 

I mean years ago, there were 
huge differences between some 
consignors with getting them 
ready to go fast for the sale. 
But by and large that craft has 
been fine-tuned. Most every¬ 
body with a significant 2-year- 
old business knows how to get 
one prepped, enough to allow 
them to show their talent. So 
if they don’t go fast in their 
hands, then they just might be 
slow horses. 

There are always exceptions, 
the young horse, the growing 
horse, the half-sick, timid or 
green horse. There’s always 
those horses. But I found that 
the more excuses you make for 
the horse, the more mistakes 
you make. It’s not fair-there 
will always be some who may 
fall through the cracks. But if 
you keep trying to be a genius, 
and see that needle in the hay¬ 
stack-when you start making 
excuses in their performance, 
you end up buying more slow 
horses than fast horses. 

Gilchrist: WeU, I’m guilty 
of this. rU tell you the time 
doesn’t make a lot of differ¬ 
ence. But if there are two horses, 
and you Hke them equaUy, and 
it comes down to one working, 
let’s take a quarter of a mile, for 
instance, in 22, and one works 
in 21 and one, you’re probably 
going to lean towards the 21 
and one. 

People buy horses for a 
lot of different reasons. Some 
want a very precocious horse 
that they can take home and 
run two months later, in May 
or something, and win going 
a half a mile. Other people 
are purchasing horses that they 
think might want to be two- 
turn horses or go longer on the 
grass or things Hke that, and 
those horses are usuaUy not as 
precocious in their works, as 
the sprinters are. So a lot of 
times the kind of horse you’re 
buying depends on the person 
you are buying for. 

Hills: If they are going fast 
easily, that is the definition of 
a good horse. To say it doesn’t 
matter how fast they go is a 
fallacy for everybody. But if 
the horse works a quarter in 23 
and the rider has got a strong 
hold on him, I Hke that one as

much as the one that goes in 
20 and two. 

It's how they accomplish it 
in relation to the time. If a 
horse is in blinkers and the rider 
hits him every single stride and 
he goes in 21 flat or something 
hke that, that doesn't do much 
for me. 

Brocklebank: If a horse 
works an eighth of a mile or a 
quarter mile, how they gallop 
out becomes very important. 
In just about everybody's sys¬ 
tem of judging horses on their 
class and abihty-lesser horses 
don't gaUop out as quick as the 
better horses, although there's 
times you might have to throw 
that out. A horse may have 
bucked shins or there might be 
another reason, maybe there is 
a loose horse and the rider has 
to pull the horse up sooner. 

There are so many factors 
on making a decision and 2 ero- 
ing in on a horse. 

If they have bad action, or 
hit the ground too hard, well 
obviously those kind don't stay 
sound very long. They need 
to wear well. Horse racing is 
very testing—they need to have 
good action, they need good 
shock absorbers. If they are 
hitting the ground like a ton of 
bricks, well there's not much 
chance they are going to be 
around very long. But again, 
some of it might be the shoe¬ 
ing. . . not everybody has the 
luxury of getting the best of 
everything going to a sale. 

We strive for perfection, but 
there's imperfections we can 
maybe hve with. 

I don't cut any corners, so 
rU scan the catalog. And I clock 
everything myself, aside from 
the official times. You have 
to be pretty diligent about the 
whole thing and pay attention. 
At a place Hke Timonium, it's 
a five-eighths-mile track, there 
is no margin for error when it 
comes to horses getting good 
works. If you are watching 
them, maybe the horse didn't 
get a good start from the pole, 
or maybe he got too close to 
the pole before he took off, so 
these are variables you have to 
throw into the mix. 

I Hke to look at every sin¬ 
gle horse-I've been doing it 
for years so it's no big deal. 
The Timonium sale is a piece 
of cake-the one in Ocala (in 


April), with 1,400 horses and 
four days in a row, I'U watch the 
horses train. I obviously have a 
passion for the whole thing. I 
don't know any shortcuts. 

Do you rely on 
the repository? 

What in particular 
is most valuable? 

Brocklebank: You have to 
hire a vet that you trust and 
beHeve in and has the knowl¬ 
edge you respect to give you 
opinions on the x-rays. 

The repository is a huge 
help, a huge savings. Having 
10 sets of x-rays in the reposi¬ 
tory saves from having to take 
10 sets of x-rays. We normaUy 
have them 'scoped, and then 
have the vets read the x-rays. 
Usually if a horse doesn't 
'scope well, we'U go to the next 
one-and save the cost of read¬ 
ing those x-rays. 

Reid: I check the reposito¬ 
ry, but it is more of something 
I have to do. There are a lot of 
things that these 2-year-olds 
that have been pushed on, that 
if you back off a Httle bit, they 
can deal with. 

The repository is rarely yea 
or nay. The vets you have look 
through the repository will 
rarely give a yes or no, they'U 
give you some ideas of what 
they think, but the ultimate 
decision is up to you. 

Same with 'scoping a horse. 
'Scoping a young horse: if 
looking at it as a snapshot on 
one day, you don't know if a 
horse was sick, or was coming 
off of being sick. You have to 
use your best judgment there 
too, since a month later he 
could be perfect. So you can 
get a value on that regard. 

Unless a horse is paralyzed, 
I rarely count them out for 
'scoping. If they show some 
sort of paralysis, then no way. 
But if there is sweUing around 
there, and the horse is kind of 
flipping, then that's stuff that 
can change according to the 
maturity of the horse. A lot of 
that stuff you can deal with and 
sometimes it wiH help you get 
the right price on a horse. 

Gilchrist: Sometimes it 
depends on who you are buy¬ 
ing for. Whether you go to 
the repository or whether you 
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use your own veterinarian—if 
you see something, say like an 
ankle, a left front ankle on the 
horse, and it’s very small, the 
veterinarian might give you a 
60/40 percentage or 70/30 of 
it bothering the horse, then you 
have to decide how well you 
like the horse, and consider all 
of the factors to decide wheth¬ 
er you can live with that. 

Now there are some people 
that you can buy for that will 
say, ‘‘Greg, what’s your gut feel¬ 
ing?” I’ve overruled veterinar¬ 
ians and never had a problem 
with the horse. And then I’ve 
had horses who passed the vets 
just fine and they came up with 
problems. I’m not saying that 
you shouldn’t hsten to your 
veterinarian-after aU you are 
paying them for their advice. 
But one horse I passed up on 
was Afleet Alex. We loved the 
horse. Not only did my vet¬ 
erinarian turn him down, but a 
whole lot of other ones. 

None of this stuff is fool¬ 
proof either way. The more at 
bats you have, and the more 
experience you have, maybe 
your judgment can take over a 
little better. Nothing is ever 100 
percent yea or nay. I think that’s 
what makes the Thoroughbred 
business. 

Violette: You are look¬ 
ing at what you can live with 
and what you absolutely can 
not live with. It’s very subjec¬ 
tive-some people have had a 
whole lot of luck with horses 
who are back at the knee, flat 
knees, and other people will 
run away as quickly as they can 
from that same horse. That’s 
the conformation end, then 
you get into the x-rays. 

Usually you’ll find issues. 
There are things that people 
will hve with and some are brav¬ 
er than others and some people 
need a pristine horse. And they 
are very few and far between, 
and also very expensive. 

You are looking at com¬ 
promise and price has a lot to 
do with it. You might be more 
willing to take a chance on a 
beautiful, fairly good pedigree 
with maybe some veterinary 
issues, and you got in at a rea¬ 
sonable price. But if you had 
to pay top dollar, you might 
shy away. 

Jenkins: If we get down to 
what we hke, we’U have the vet 


look at the repository. If we 
get past that part-the ’scoping 
and repository—I’ll have my vet 
x-ray diem myself to make sure 
everything’s all right. 

Main thing you can’t Hve 
with is a bad ’scope. If their 
airways are bad, they can’t 
breathe. But there are things 
that can be overlooked. 

If a horse has a Httle chip, 
that’s not a big deal. These days 
you can pluck it out and keep 
going. Matter of fact, most of 
them have them. When they 
are going 10 flat, they are too 
young to be doing that and 
something is going to give. 

Hills: When buying for cH- 
ents, it is my responsibihty to 
make sure there are no signifi¬ 
cant issues. 

And then it depends on the 
price of what you can work 
with. Catch a Thief had a chip 
in her ankle that was taken out 
and Cherokee Jewell had a chip 
in both ankles and I kept the 
horses, did the surgery and they 
are two of the best horses I’ve 
ever purchased. 

Any issues with the knees 
is just something you’ve got 
to stay away from. Changes in 
hocks, minor OCDs are some¬ 
thing you can Hve with—but 
really, that’s where you have 
to rely on your vet and their 
advice. 

I’m married to a vet (Laine 
Hills DVM) so that makes it 
a Httle easier. My wife Laine 
looks at the horses with me. We 
have another vet who does the 
’scoping and so forth, but Laine 
is my advisor. If the vet who 
has done the vet work explains 
to her what the problem is, she 
can teU me whether we can Hve 
with that or no, we’ve got to 
pass on it. 

How soon do you 
like to start a 2-year- 
old after purchase? 

Reid: I Hke to give them a 
break, but it depends on the 
individual. I have a nice farm 
that I use in Delaware, with 
good people, and (the horses) 
are evaluated. Sometimes we 
send them in there as short as 
five to six days, aUow them to 
settle down right after the sale. 
And if everything is good, we’U 
bring them right up to the race 
track.

That’s also why I like buying 
in May Because you are get¬ 
ting almost a ready-made race 
horse. What you see is what 
you get It’s not like buying a 
yearling and hoping he fills in 
or hoping he grows up. Also, I 
tike the Timonium sale because 
you’re not bidding against con¬ 
signors at the sale. Those guys 
are selling those horses-they 
are not there to maybe sell 
them and speculate and bring 
them back. If they don’t sell 
them there, they will probably 
be racing them. 

Gilchrist: Most of the 
time we give them a break. 
Depending on when we pur¬ 
chase them. If we buy some¬ 
thing in February, we’d tend to 
give them a longer break than 
one we’d buy in May. 

But kind of the way we 
always work it, we try to give 
them a break-not a long one, 
maybe 30, 45 or 60 days-and 
there is the occasion we will 
take them to the race track, 
and at the first sign of a little 
problem, we’U just kick them 
out. So usually I would say, 75 
to 80 percent of the horses we 
get we give a break to. 

If you are going to be a 
good horse in June of your 
2-year-old year, you are prob¬ 
ably going to be just as good 
a horse or better in September 
or October of your 2-year-old 
year. 

HiUs: If you buy a horse 
in March, or even April, then 
probably they are not going 
to go right to the race track. 
But I usually give them a little 
bit of time to unwind. If they 
look hke they don’t have any 
major issues, if they’re not over 
the top, so to speak, or look 
hke they are wound too tight, 
it looks hke you can just kind 
of ease back on them and put 
them back in training and see 
where we are with them. 

I hke to bring them in and 
get them started, just to see 
after the dust settles if they 
are ready to go on or have 
peaked out from the sale and 
reaUy need to be backed off 
from. But I think it’s a fallacy 
that people buy horses out of 
2-year-olds in training sales so 
that they can just go on with 
them and run them. That just 
doesn’t happen very often. 


Violette: It really depends 
on the individual. It depends 
how the shins are. . . some 
go through a post-sale crash. 
They’ve never been off the 
farm, and going to the sale is 
hke going to Mars. . . those 
horses need to be backed off 

Sometimes it’s only a couple 
of weeks or 30 days, some a 
tittle longer. There are some 
horses, that, if you gave them 
two days off they’d be kicking 
the walls down, so you have 
to do something with them. 
So it really is on an individual 
basis. They’ll tell you if you pay 
attention. 

Jenkins: What we found is 
after we buy them, we usually 
take them to the farm for six 
weeks. Let them down a tittle 
bit. Main thing is not so much 
physical, as it is mentally. 

We tike to give them that 
time to let their brains get set¬ 
tled again before they go back 
in training. So many of them 
are so used to leaving that quar¬ 
ter pole at a hundred miles per 
hour and they are rank. We try 
to relieve them of aU that stress 
and pressure. 

What would 
you change about 
looking at 2-yeaf- 
olds at sales if you 
could? Is there any 
other information 
you’d like access to? 

Violette: I think the syn¬ 
thetic race tracks (OBS, Keene- 
land) have put a question mark 
on aU aspects of the sale. It’s 
compressed the times the horses 
work—there is a huge popula¬ 
tion of horses at the sale now 
breezing within a second of 
everybody. 

And the synthetic race tracks 
might make horses move, and 
look tike they move, better, and 
camouflage some faults that 
might be otherwise exposed on 
a dirt race track. Not sure how 
good it is for the buyer. 

Also, watching them train 
over synthetic, you’re not sure 
if you’re buying a horse who 
needs to run there or if he’s 
a dirt horse. It’s put another 
variable in the decision-making 
process. 
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I really Hked it better when 
they bree 2 ed twice. It gave you 
more time to go through an 
A-hst and shorten things up 
and see the horses move again. 
It just gave you more time. It 
was nice when they breezed 
fairly early and you could go 
through the barns and see the 
horses who passed your breeze 
list. 

Now with there being only 
one breeze show, and closer to 
the sale date, there is less time 
to look at horses and you now 
really have to start looking at 
horses before the sale and you 
are probably looking at horses 
you would have never pulled 
out of the barn because you 
don’t know how they move 
on the race track. They could 
move terribly, and you wouldn’t 
have looked at them if you had 
the chance to see them prior to 
the final breeze show. It’s con¬ 
densed things and has made us 
rely more on the videotapes of 
the sales. 

It did fix one thing-having 
too much stress on them by 
breezing back in a week. And 
it was expensive for consignors 
being there a week earlier. It 
was a cost-saving measure as 
well as maybe treating 2-year- 
olds a little kinder. But it’s made 
it more time-consuming back 
at the barns. 

Brocklebank: I think 

they’ve made the necessary 
changes, hke the repository, 
which I think is a great addi¬ 
tion to the sale. 

And then also having only 
one official breeze show saves 
on the wear and tear of the 
horses being sold. In turn, I 
think it helps the survival rate 
of the horses being able to 
come out of the sale and be 
sound enough to go on to the 
race track and have a racing 
career. 

There are some very good 
horses that come out of these 
2-year-old sales. I think that 
there is a bit of a phobia about 
how beat up they are, but the 
ones who survive it are gener¬ 
ally okay. It’s a real filtering 
process for soundness. 

In our business, you need 
to try to buy a horse with 
nerves of steel. So when they 
go through the process of the 
2-year-old sale, if they come 
out the other end of it unfazed 


and they’re sound, they gener¬ 
ally have a chance to succeed. 

Gilchrist: I think there is 
enough information out there 
for people. 

I certainly think, as far as 
the consignors go. . . if you 
watch a preview from the early 
’80s compared to now, you’d 
see a whole different attimde as 
far as the overall sale. They are 
not using the whips as much, 
consignors aren’t working two 
horses together. I think con¬ 
signors have learned what the 
buyers really want to see. So 
I think they are putting the 
product out there in a lot better 
manner. 

Certainly I’ve always 
thought in the race horse busi¬ 
ness that longevity dictates suc¬ 
cess. And if you look at the 
consignors who’ve been in this 
many, many years, there is a 
reason that they have been. 
And that goes for the other 
side too-take a lot of blood¬ 
stock agents who have been 
around a long time, and you 
look up their record, they prob¬ 
ably bought a good horse or 
two along the way. 

Jenkins: In a perfect world 
you would hke to see that horse 
train everyday. But in the busi¬ 
ness we’re in, we can’t give that 
much time. 

In a perfect world, they 
would get there a couple weeks 
ahead of time; you’d hke to see 
how much they are doing. You 
have to take the word of the 
consignor. 

A lot of those guys do a 
nice job. They usually know 
you’re not a one-time buyer so 
they wih teU you what’s going 
on. 

Hills: I think both OBS 
and Fasig-Tipton are really try¬ 
ing to stay ahead of the curve. 
They do a good job of trying 
to please the buyers. I think it’s 
a pretty good system. 

I sometimes wish I didn’t 
have to spend quite so much of 
my chents’ money on vet work, 
but I think that just goes with 
the territory. 

My wife and I have found 
over the years that there are 
certain consignors who we go 
to year after year. You pick a 
card from their consignment, 
you mark the horses you want 
to look at, and it’s amazing 


that they’ll have a horse that 
is obviously damaged goods, 
and they’ll bring the horse out 
anyway, Hke you have a shirt 
that says ^‘sucker” on the back. 
You can look at a horse who is 
obviously lame, or whatever. So 
you got to know who you are 
buying from. 

I want to go to consignors 
who want to sell you a good 
horse and not those who try to 
unload damaged goods on you. 
And there are both kinds. 

Reid: The repository is 
really confusing, especially if 


you go from the yearHng sale to 
the 2-year-old sale. If you had 
someone look at the reposi¬ 
tory of aU the horses that you 
looked at the yearHng sale, that 
would be very expensive. I wish 
there was a way that would be 
more cost-effective. I’ll gen¬ 
erally buy from consignors, 
mostly guys that I know who 
will Hkely stand by their horses 
anyway. 

Medications-I think they are 
getting tougher on that now-I 
would Hke to see eHminated 
from the sales completely. ^ 
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The story 
behind the 
book 

How Baltimore native Jaimy Gordon came to write her 
award-winning noveHotd of Misrule. bjLucj Acton 


O ne of the latest 
resounding victories 
from Mid-Atlantic 
racing involves not a horse-of 
the flesh and bones type—but 
a book. 

Baltimore native Jaimy Gor¬ 
don's novel Lord of Misrule 
(published in the original hard¬ 
cover edition by McPherson 
& Company, Kingston, N.Y) 
surprised many people, includ¬ 
ing its author, when it won 
the 2010 National Book Award 
for fiction—a literary prize that 
puts it in the category of works 
by such famous writers as 
William Faulkner, John Updike 
and Alice McDermott. 

Gordon, 66, based Lord of 
Misrule on her experiences of 
more than 40 years ago, when 
she worked as a groom on the 
backstretch at Charles Town 
and Shenandoah Downs, and 
then at Green Mountain Park 
in Pownal, Vt., the track on 
which her fictional Indian 
Mound Downs is based. 

Long since removed from 
any contact with racing, Gor¬ 


don has written many pub¬ 
lished works of fiction, includ¬ 
ing three earlier novels, and 
since 1981 she has taught in 
the English department at 
Western Michigan University 
in Kalamazoo, Mich. But until 
Lord of Misrule she had gener¬ 
ally been considered a small 
press author, creating works of 
high literary quality and limited 
commercial appeal. 

Although it is not an easy 
read. Lord of Misrule separated 
itself from the pack as a racing 
novel that others wiU be com¬ 
pared to for years to come. 

Much of the action in the 
book centers around a young 
race track neophyte named 
Maggie Koderer, a charac¬ 
ter obviously drawn from 
Gordon's own Hfe, down to her 
mane of tight corkscrew curls. 

The novel opens with 
Maggie shipping in to the 
bottom-of-the-barrel Indian 
Mound Downs as an unpaid 
hired hand for her lover. 
Tommy Hansel, a talented but 
down-and-out trainer who 


intended to steal some races 
with ‘Tour ready horses who 
looked pitiful on paper." The 
“trick," as Maggie knew, was 
to ^get in and get out fasG But 
the plan began to fall apart the 
minute Maggie, sent in advance 
to prepare stalls, bounced 
through the puddles at the 
stable gate in a dilapidated old 
Pontiac that resembled a “flat¬ 
tened shoe box." 

It is a harsh and often heart¬ 
less world that Maggie learns to 
navigate, but she is drawn to it 
like a magnet. 

Gordon, who took time for 
an interview with Mid-Atlantic 
Thoroughbred during a mid- 
March visit with Baltimore rela¬ 
tives, said Lord of MisruM^ plot 
is purely fictional, but added 
that everything she describes 
was something she saw in one 
form or another. 

Like Maggie, Gordon was 
“recruited by a dashing hand¬ 
some young horse trainer to 
work on his horses and found 
myself doing that more and 
more and then finally shipped 


out so that I had to give up 
a job that I otherwise liked 
and become a total 100 per¬ 
cent trailer park backstretch 
horseperson." 

And like Maggie, she rev¬ 
eled in the experience. 

Recalling herself as a young 
woman in the 1960s, Gordon 
said: “I couldn't waste my inno¬ 
cence fast enough. I wanted 
to be in the know. I wanted to 
know how the world worked. 
I know other people try to 
protect their own sense of 
purity and so forth. That defi¬ 
nitely wasn't me. It was excit¬ 
ing-kind of lowdown dirty, at 
least where I was entering into 
horse racing. 

“But there were these won¬ 
derful horses. The horses are 
stiU wonderful, wherever you 
are. The old classy ones-those 
were the ones I mostly Hked." 

Gordon's childhood had 
encouraged youthful explora¬ 
tion. She grew up as one of 
five children-a number that 
she called “absolutely unprec¬ 
edented for Reformed Jewish 
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Baltimore. Even four would be 
amazing, but five was absolute¬ 
ly off the charts’’-belonging 
to David Gordon, a prominent 
Baltimore attorney, and Sonia 
Gordon, an accomphshed art¬ 
ist, educator and anti-war activ¬ 
ist. David Gordon, who died in 
2000, has his name carried on 
by the major Baltimore law firm 
Gordon, Feinblatt, Rothman, 
Hoffberger & Hollander LLC, 
of which he was a founding 
parmer. Sonia Gordon died 
in 2008, leaving a legacy that 
includes museum-quahty pot¬ 
tery and other works of art. 

Perhaps pardy because 
of their own busy hves, the 
Gordons were not given to 
involvement in the hves of 
their children. 

^We would watch in 
wonderment as other 
people’s parents would 
bring them to school and 
pick them up again,” 
recalled Gordon, the 
second-oldest child and 
the middle of three 
girls who preceded 
two younger brothers. 

Jaimy and her young¬ 
er sister, Hilry, now 
a psychotherapist 
in Wallace, WVa., 

‘Valked every¬ 
where. We were, as 
compared to other 
kids in Baltimore, 
really expected to 
take care of our¬ 
selves,” she said. 

Throughout 
Jaimy’s school 
years, the fam¬ 
ily hved in 
the Falls taff 
neighborhood, just 
north of the city hne, on Seven 
Mile Lane, a few miles from 
Pimlico race track. The chil¬ 
dren moved with their mother 
to Mt. Washington when the 
Gordons divorced in 1966. 

Educated in the pubhc 
schools, Gordon graduated 
from Western High School, 
an aU-girls school known for 
its high academic standards. 
Even then, she was soaking 
up material for her future nov¬ 
els, including Lord of Misrule. 
Mornings, before school, she 


would “take the earliest pos¬ 
sible bus” into the city, and 
spend the extra time at the 
old Bickford’s restaurant on 
Howard Street, where “touts 
and horseplayers” would gath¬ 
er and talk business. 

Trips to the races were rare 
for Gordon, but she recalled 
that she “always had a feeling 


of some kind of obscure rela¬ 
tionship” to racing. 

Eventually, said Gordon, 
she became aware that her 
maternal great-grandfather and 
his three sons were “horseplay¬ 
ers and more than horseplayers. 
They eventually got in some 
trouble. Since they were not 
the respectable branch of the 


family it was never explained to 
me in detail.” 

But scenes from that fam¬ 
ily’s rowhouse on Patterson 
Park Avenue in East Baltimore 
found their way into the book 
in various forms, inspiring the 
character of Two-Tie, a “finan¬ 
cier” who finds that having 
been ruled off the race track 
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actually gives him a better per¬ 
spective when it comes to man¬ 
aging his business affairs from 
his lair above the Ritzy Lunch. 
Two-Tie is easily envisioned in 
his ^‘redundant haberdashery” 
a ^Tlack bow tie under the 
striped bow tie” that he wears 
‘‘every day of his hfe.” 

Gordon recalled her great- 
grandparents as “old people 
who were a little alien to me as 
a child because their Enghsh 
was funny; they must have spo¬ 
ken a lot of Yiddish to each 
other.” 

Straight from Gordon's 
memory bank came a passage 


in the novel that has Two-Tie 
reminiscing about his father 
and the childhood naivete of 
Maggie (who happens to be his 
great-niece): “Long after the 
old man could limp to the track 
anymore he had his Telegraph 
folded on the little table next 
to the dusty water glass that 
held his false teeth. . . The old¬ 
est, Margaret, was learning to 
read, she looked over her great¬ 
grandfather's paper next to the 
teeth, looked at aU those funny 
columns with the bold print 
and the symbols and the num¬ 
bers and said. Is it Hebrew? and 
everybody had a big laugh.” 


Gordon's years on the race 
track (1967 to '70) came soon 
after she received her under¬ 
graduate degree from Antioch 
College in Ohio—the “most 
beatnik of the beatnik schools 
at that time.” 

She was working for the 
Frederick News-Post in Frederick, 
Md., when she met up with 
the real-hfe version of Tommy 
Hansel (whom she refuses to 
identify, saying “I've been out 
of contact with him for 35 
years, and I don't want to have 
him re-enter my Hfe”). 

Like Maggie Koderer, Gor¬ 
don wrote about food and 


cooking. Fresh out of coUege, 
she “appHed to be a writer 
for the Frederick News-Post, no 
experience in journaHsm, and 
the next day I was the food, 
recreation, society and educa¬ 
tion editor,” she recaUed with 
a laugh. “That will give you 
some idea of the quaHty of 
newspaper we're talking about 
here.” Gordon continued with 
the newspaper until the stable 
shipped to Green Mountain, 
and somehow managed to bal¬ 
ance Hfe on the backstretch 
at nearby Charles Town and 
Shenandoah Downs with her 
journaHstic duties. 
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‘‘The thing that first got 
my attention/’ she said. “I was 
sitting there on the shedrow 
edge, just like Maggie, writing 
headlines for food copy, just 
like Maggie, and a blacksmith 
was having a conversation with 
the trainer I was working for. 
I didn’t understand one thing 
they were saying. I didn’t know 
whether they were talking 
about food, exercise or medical 
matters, and I was fascinated by 
that. Besides, it all seemed so 
colorful and edgy in a sporting 
sort of way. So I just listened.” 

Gordon’s lack of experience 
made her a less than ideal stable 
worker, she readily admitted, 
but she found an instinctive 
bond with horses. “From the 
first minute, I had no fear,” she 
said. “I just loved to be around 


large animals that were so will¬ 
ing to get into a relationship 
with you.” 

Lord of Misrule capmres all 
that and more. In the book, 
Gordon conveys what she calls 
“the sensory aspect of being 
on the race track. Maybe some¬ 
body who is a novice notices 
that even more than somebody 
who has been there all of his 
life or her life. The smells, what 
it looks like, what it sounds 
hke late at night. What it feels 
hke to be in a stall with a horse 
when you’re just resting. 

“I remember the first time 
the trainer I was working for 
said to me: ‘You can lay down 
there. He’s not going to step 
on you. He knows where you 
are.’ I have seen it so many 
times-the cat curled up in the 


straw. That horse is not going 
to step on the cat unless he 
wants to. 

“The first time I was ever in 
the clubhouse among bettors,” 
Gordon continued, “I was real¬ 
ly fascinated because I felt more 
of an affinity with these people 
than I ever thought I would. 
For me, it wasn’t about money. 
I thought, ‘I kind of hke this 
atmosphere here. What is it? 
It can’t be pure greed, or these 
people would seem completely 
ahen to me. What is it about 
gambhng? I thought. Especially 
gambhng on horses, and horses 
at a seedy race track?’ 

“There was always this feel¬ 
ing of trying to find out where 
you stand with the gods. You 
always thought that you were 
marked out for something 


special, and now you’re going 
to prove it, because you just 
know this horse is going to 
win. And he does win! And 
there you are, so you put it 
aU on one horse that you feel 
equally strongly about, in the 
seventh race, and by God you 
blow it aU! How could you have 
thought that you ever had any 
luck? Of course the gods had 
you pegged for a loser from the 
first time you drew breath and 
now you’re getting what you 
fuUy deserve. 

“It’s putting your fate into 
the hands of chance so that 
the gods of mischief will send 
you a message either way—over 
and over and over again. That’s 
basically what the people in 
that novel do, and I had some 
affinity for people who keep

Maggie was ready to sleep 
on haybales, or even half 
naked down in the itchy straw. 
Finally you open your arms 
to sleep even if it’s nightmare 
you see coming. She had been 
going for fourteen hours-no 
one, certainly not Tommy, had 
her stamina, and she was vain 
of it. She had been up at 3:00, 
fed, mucked stalls, shlepped 
bales and water buckets. At 
dawn she had walked the 
horses one by one. She had 
picked out feet and packed 
them with fragrant clay, crated 
the loose tack. And stiU the 
van didn’t show, the van or 
Tommy, who had made one 
of those airy deals with the 
van man that Tommy lived on, 
“on the cuff” where all cash 
was notional, future, moiling 
in the clouds like weather, 
until some horse ran in; and 
nobody ever wrote down a 
number or forgot one. But 
it was somehow part of the 
deal that Tommy, with a bit 
of dope in his pocket, never 
too proud to be a roustabout, 
might be asked along for the 


ride. Like today. Tommy in 
that creaky, rust-flowered van. 

Around noon, the van 
finally rolled down the drive¬ 
way, and she was off in the 
Grand Prix over the moun¬ 
tains and up the river, while 
Tommy and the van man took 
the long way, the slow way, 
dropping and loading horses 
for racetrackers who paid 
cash. But what had she done 
with her morning, while she 
waited in the fly-loud barn 
for Tommy and the van man? 
Maggie had found a bottle 
of eye-stinging brand X pink 
wintergreen horse hniment in 
the Pichots’ tack shed, mixed, 
for all she knew, according 
to the late Gaston Pichot’s 
secret recipe, and with it and 
strong fingers, she worked on 
Pel ter, more or less making 
it up as she went along. Why 
did she so love the slant-eyed 
bump-nosed horse that her 
hands wished to parse every 
inch of his famously long 
back? It was true she had no 
scientific reason to beheve she 
knew what she was doing, but 


surreptitiously she did think 
so. For all her stamina, as a 
human girl she knew she was 
la 2 y and unambitious, except 
for this one thing: She could 
find her way to the boundary 
where she ended and some 
other strain of living crea¬ 
ture began. On the last little 
spit of being human, staring 
through rags of fog into the 
not human, where you weren’t 
supposed to be able to see let 
alone cross, she could make a 
kind of home. 

Her hands felt their way 
bhndly along the ridges and 
canyons and defiles of the 
spine, the firm root-spread 
hillocks of the withers. She 
rolled her bony knuckles aU 
along the fallen tree of scar 
tissue at the crest of the back, 
prying up its branches, loos¬ 
ening its teeth. And it must 
be having some effect: when 
she walked Pelter these days 
he wasn’t the sour fellow he 
used to be, he was sportive, 
even funny. She had walked 
him this morning until the 
rising sun snagged in the 


hackberry thicket. As they 
swung around the barn, she 
took a carrot from her pocket 
and gave him the butt and 
noisily toothed the good half 
herself He curvetted hke a 
colt, squealed, and cow-kicked 
alarmingly near her groin. 
Okay, okay, she said, and 
handed it over. She was glad 
there was no man around just 
then to tell her to show that 
horse who was boss. When 
they were back in the stall 
and she turned to leave she 
found he had taken her whole 
raincoat in his mouth and was 
chewing it—the one she was 
wearing. She twisted around 
with difficulty and pried it out 
of his mouth. He eyed her 
ironically. Just between us, is 
this the sort of horse act I 
really ought to disciphne? she 
asked him, smoothing out her 
coat. I simply incline to your 
company, he replied.

reinterpreting their luck that 
way. Because why? Because 
they don’t believe in anything 
else very strongly? It seems 
like an equally good answer to 
everything that’s happened to 
them in their life so far. That 
they’re slated for the best, or 
they’re slated for the worst.” 

Gordon ultimately left the 
race track to enroll in graduate 
school-she earned a doctor of 
arts degree from Brown Uni¬ 
versity, and built a large portfo¬ 
lio of academic credentials. 

When she began work on 
Lord of Misrule in 1997, she 
turned to a somewhat unlikely 
source —her own father —for 
help. Gordon’s race track years 
had been her ‘Black sheep peri¬ 
od,” when she and her father 
rarely spoke at all, let alone dis¬ 
cussed matters of hfestyle. Her 
next career choice was barely 
more acceptable. 

“When I first told my 
father I wanted to be a writer,” 
recalled Gordon, “He said: 
‘About what? What diOyou think 
you know anything about?’ ” 

But with her career in full 
bloom, Jaimy’s conversation 
with her father took a differ¬ 
ent direction. “I had to be able 
to hear the race track voices 
again to write the book,” said 
Gordon. 


David Gordon contacted an 
old friend, prominent Mary¬ 
land owner/breeder Robert 
Meyerhoff “My father’s sec¬ 
ond wife, whom I was very, 
very fond of-Marion Stein- 
bach—was very close friends 
with [Meyerhoff’s late wife] 
Jane. They did many things 
together as couples over the 
years; my father even some¬ 
times went to the races with 
them,” explained Gordon. 

Meyerhoff arranged for 
Gordon to talk with his trainer, 
Richard (Dick) Small, and that 
contact proved invaluable, said 
Gordon. 

“Dick was very generous 
with his time. He knew just 
what I meant when I said—‘I’m 
just wondering if I can still find 
some of these old-timey black 
grooms who mostly came from 
the South and never did any¬ 
thing but work on the race 
track, know everything about 
the race track, maybe worked 
for fancy barns as well as low- 
down ones.’ 

“He said: ‘Hmmm. Well, I 
think I’ve got two people for 
you.’ And I talked to both of 
them.” 

Those two grooms became 
the inspiration for a character 
named Medicine Ed, whose 64 
years on the race track had 


shaped him in many ways, some 
more obvious than others: “On 
account of his fro 2 e-up left 
leg, the result of being run 
over by a big mare named High 
Soprano at Agua Cahente in 
1958, he had to lie down in the 
straw on one hip, like a ho pos¬ 
ing for a nasty picture, when 
he worked on a horse’s feet. 
He had to He on his good side 
and stick his bad leg straight 
out. But there wasn’t anything 
a groom or either a trainer did, 
that Medicine Ed could not 
stiU do.” 

Gordon spent many hours 
with a man now recalled only 
by his nickname. Pockets, who 
was “immediately recognizable 
as one of those people who 
had been lost in the system,” 
and with Bubbles Riley, to 
whom Lord of Misrule is par¬ 
tially dedicated. 

She maintains contact with 
Riley—now 97. “He was just an 
unsinkable guy, and still is. I call 
him: ‘How you doing Bubbles?’ 
[He’U say:] ‘StiU beating that 
devil.’He is a much more savvy 
guy than Medicine Ed in his 
wildest dreams in terms of his 
own survival in decent shape 
after he left the race track. But 
he never acmally left the race 
track. As long as he Hved in 
Baltimore, he’d wake up at 4 


in the morning and go to the 
track. Because it was just in his 
blood. . .” 

Lord of Misrule contains 
many long passages in which 
Medicine Ed and the other 
characters speak (mostly to 
themselves) without quotation 
marks-a style that some read¬ 
ers have found off-putting, but 
one that Gordon chose for a 
purpose. 

“I think that my instinct 
was to make people even more 
aware that they have to pay 
attention,” she said. “It’s a book 
with a plot. It has suspense and 
so forth. But it isn’t a potboiler. 
You have to give this book 
some time. For a Hterary novel 
that I want people to read who 
are not race trackers, they are 
going to have to watch, they’re 
going to have to Hsten. 

“One person said to me: 
‘I started to read this book 
one day when I was doing the 
laundry and I had to be some 
place at 4 o’clock and it made 
my head spin. I put it down and 
I thought, oh. I’m not going to 
be able to read this novel. But 
two days later I went back and 
picked it up again when every¬ 
thing was quiet, I could pay 
attention, and you know I read 
right through it and after about 
10 pages I was totally into it.’ 

“That’s the effect I was 
looking for. I want people to 
reaHze they have to pay atten¬ 
tion and that at first they’re 
kind of fighting through a veil, 
which is the boundary between 
one world and another. You 
have to leave one behind, and 
punch your way through this 
curtain, which is the tittle bit of 
extra effort that it takes to see 
when you’re in the midst of a 
dialogue passage. 

“And dialogue is very 
important in this book. Voice. 
Colloquial voice. If people 
are wilting to do that, then 
they’ll get quite a return for it. 
Because they will be admitted 
to a world that really, I don’t 
know how to access any other 
way than through language. If 
you really want to experience 
it as a sensory world, in all its 
complexity, then you have to 
go through the words.” ^ 
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Ellen Charles’s Bandbox rose to the top of the local 3-year-old ranks with a 
victory under jockey Travis Dunkelberger in the Private Terms Stakes. 


T he 12-week Laurel winter 
meet wound to an end on 
March 26, closing the door 
on a long winter and opening 
it to a promising spring For 
some Maryland-based trainers, 
owners and jockeys, it was a 
bountiful winter. 

Paula and Tom Haughey’s 
PTK LLC and Dane Kobis- 
kie combined to win the owner 
and trainer titles while Sheldon 
Russell captured the riding 
title at the 47-day meet. 

A former jockey, Kobiskie 
rode a little over three years, 
winning 289 races, but always 
had his eyes set on training. 
He won the title at the brief 
Timonium meet last summer 
but this was the first time he’s 
been leading trainer at one of 
Maryland’s major track meets. 
He took honors with 19 wins 
from 58 starts (a 32.8 percent 
win ratio). Kobiskie employed 
a small arsenal, winning four 
races with That’s No Bargain 
and three with Shoe Freak 
Marlene. That’s No Bargain 
ran six times at the meet, col¬ 
lecting $47,910 in earnings. His 
horses earned $231,390 during 
the Laurel stand. 

Tim Keefe finished second, 
with 16 wins from 57 starts; 
Arnold and Sylvia Heft’s pair 
Eighttofasttocatch and Red’s 
Round Table went 4-for-5,

including three stakes, for 
Keefe. 

PTK won 19 races from 57 
starts for earnings of $230,070, 
besting Robert Cole by 10 in 
the wins category and The 
Elks tone Group by more than 
$100,000 in the earnings col¬ 
umn. PTK won at a 33 percent 
clip and hit the board 67 per¬ 
cent of the time. Cole won half 
his starts, going 9-for-18. 

Russell topped last year’s 
leading Maryland apprentice. 
Forest Boyce, by 13 wins. 
Erick Rodriguez finished third 
with 27 wins. Russell, 23, who 
returned from an injury at the 
beginning of the meet, won 
five races on March 24. He 
captured the Laurel fall meet 
in 2008. 


Bandbox rewarded favor¬ 
ite backers with a comfort¬ 
able win in the Private Terms 
Stakes on March 19 for trainer 
Rodney Jenkins and jockey 
Travis Dunkelberger. Owned 
by Ellen Charles’s Hillwood 
Stable LLC, the 3-year-old son 
of Tapit began his career with 
three consecutive wins before 
being derailed in the Rem sen 
Stakes-G2 at Aqueduct in 
November. Jenkins put him 
away for the winter, and the 
gray colt returned to finish a 
close second to J J’s Lucky 
Train in the Miracle Wood 
Stakes in February. The Private 
Terms at a mile served as an 
easy spin for Bandbox. 

‘‘It was real good; it was the 
first time he had been further 


than seven-eighths. I brought 
him back at the seven-eighths 
in the Miracle Wood] and he 
ran a bang-up race but ran into 
a tough horse; he was a Httle 
short,” Jenkins said. “He’s got 
a lot of natural ability. I hke 
him on the turf as much as 
the dirt. He’s a big old gan¬ 
gly colt but he’s growing and 
coming around. This got his 
confidence back. He was a little 
shook after the Miracle Wood, 
I was too, but not as much as 
Mrs. Charles.” 

Purchased for $105,000 
at the 2009 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern Fall Yearling 
sale. Bandbox has won four 
of six starts for earnings of 
$183,680. 

Jenkins is avoiding thinking 
about races like the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness. 

“I think he just misses 
for races like the Preakness,” 
Jenkins said. “He’s a good horse 
and we’U have a lot of fun with 
him but if you want to go to 
those wars right now, you’d 
blow everything you have. You 
have to be reahstic. I’U probably 
run him in the Jimmy Murphy 
going a flat mile on the turf 
Preakness week and try to set 
him up for those 3-year-old 
mrf races in Virginia.” 

On February 26, Fresh Start 
Stable’s J J’s Lucky Train 
upset Bandbox in the Miracle 
Wood Stakes. Only five runners 
converged for the $50,000 
stakes and J J’s Lucky Train and 
Bandbox emerged for the 
stretch battle. Trained by Bill 
Anderson and ridden by Jose 
Ferrer, J J’s Lucky Train went 
off as second choice behind 
Bandbox. A son of Silver Train, 
the winner was sold for $35,000 
at the 2010 Fasig-Tipton Mid¬ 
lantic 2-year-olds in training 
sale and was claimed for 
$40,000 in his debut at Mon¬ 
mouth Park on July 31. 

“I Hke claiming young horses 
where there’s an upside—you 
can get lucky once in a while,” 
Anderson said. “I knew he had 
gone through the sale and fig¬ 
ured he was vetted there. I 
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watched his work, checked his 
pedigree, and then saw the 
horse. He’s a very correct, 
good-looking horse. He looked 
like a 3-year-old then.” 

Anderson tried him in the 
Sapling Stakes-G3 in his first 
start off the claim; he finished 
sixth. Since then, he’s won two 
allowance races and finished 
second in the Count Fleet and 
Whirlaway Stakes at Aqueduct. 
The Miracle Wood was his 
fourth career victory and first 
stakes win. Like Jenkins with 
Bandbox, Anderson isn’t think¬ 
ing Derby or Preakness, even 
though he’s enjoying a dalliance 
on the Triple Crown trail. 

‘dn the back of my mind I 
think we have a horse that’s best 
at seven-eighths to a mile. A 
mile and a sixteenth is reaching 
his limits,” said Anderson, who 
trains 10 horses at Parx Racing. 
‘‘Sprinting he’s good-he can 


come off the pace-but his 
best distance is seven-eighths 
or a mile so we’ll probably keep 
him there.” 

The final stakes of the 
meet, the |75,000 Harrison E. 
Johnson Memorial Stakes run 
on closing day, was won by 
Sylvia Heft’s Maryland-bred 
Eighttofasttocatch, trained 
by Keefe and ridden by Russell. 
Coverage of that win and a 
story on Arnold and Sylvia 
Heft appear in the Maryland 
Horse newsletter in this maga¬ 
zine. 

Rapid Redux has been a 
running machine for the first 
three months of the season, 
notching six consecutive wins, 
including three at Laurel Park. 
Owned by Robert Cole, the 
5-year-old gelding has made his 
mark exclusively in allowance 
and starter allowance company 
in 2011, as trainer David Wells 


has also sent him out to vic¬ 
tories at Charles Town, Parx 
Racing and Penn National. 
Claimed by Cole for $6,250 
at Penn National in October, 
Rapid Redux has a record of 
9-for-lO since the stable move. 
He improved his career mark 
to 14 wins from 28 starts and 
$214,625 in earnings. 

On March 3, in his fifth win 
of the season, just five days 
since his fourth. Rapid Redux 
kept it good and simple, wir¬ 
ing three rivals at Laurel while 
going off as the odds-on favor¬ 
ite. Tough veterans Shoe Freak 
Marlene, Cayman Condo and 
Gold Casing chased him home. 

Trainer Barbara Burdick 
unveiled promising debut 
winner Bella Rico on March 
24. The 3-year-old Maryland- 
bred daughter of Disco Rico, 
owned and bred by Mr. and 
Mrs. William Miller, stalked the 


pace under Harry Vega before 
edging favorite Warmwoolen- 
mittens in the five and a half¬ 
furlong test over a muddy track. 

Niall Saville, who took over 
from the retired John R.S. 
Fisher at Fair HiU Training 
Center, upset an allowance 
race on March 24 with Omni 
Stables’s Dandy Waltz. The 
4-year-old wore down favorite 
Indio Rooster to win by a neck 
under Sheldon Russell. 

Saville claimed Dandy Waltz 
for $7,500 at Penn National 
in December. It was the third 
consecutive win for the Tale of 
the Cat gelding, who sold for 
$360,000 at the 2008 Keene- 
land September Yearhng sale. 
Out of the Mt. Livermore 
mare Iridescence, Dandy Waltz 
is a half-brother to Grade 1 
winner Flashy Bull and stakes 
winner Pink Viper. ^

W hen the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horse¬ 
men’s Association, the 
group representing owners and 
trainers at Parx Racing, pre¬ 
sented its annual awards on the 
evening of March 17, young 
Rosario Montanez collected 
the honor of top apprentice 
jockey. Montanez, who came to 
Parx Racing via the California 
circuit, had many people to 
thank for his success last sea¬ 
son, but no one more than 
his enthusiastic and energetic 
agent, Donna Servis. 

While women have by and 
large knocked down aU gen¬ 
der barriers in the sport of 
Thoroughbred racing, the role 
of jockey agent is stiU a male- 
dominated profession. Servis 
has been able to thrive in the 
“boys’ club” through a com¬ 
bination of hard work and 
knowledge of the game, much 
of it gleaned from her late 
father. Jack Servis, considered 
the top agent at Parx Racing 
(then Philadelphia Park) for 
many years. 

Servis handled the books 
of leading riders Matt Vighotti, 
Rick Wdson, Steve Capanas, 
Art Madrid Jr., Tony Black, 
Jose Flores and Kendrick 
Carmouche. 

But while Donna was grow¬ 
ing up. Jack Servis didn’t want 
her to follow in his footsteps, 
even though he was very suc¬ 
cessful. 

“There isn’t always a steady 
income that you can rely on 


when you’re an agent, and I 
beheve that’s why my dad didn’t 
want me to do it,” said Servis. 

Donna Servis always had an 
interest in racing, however, and 
worked in the racing office at 
both Garden State Park and at 
the three New York race tracks 
from the mid-1980s through 
the mid-1990s. Seeking a better 
income, however, she left the 
track to work in the housing 
industry in various capacities, 
including as a real estate sales¬ 
person. 

Jack Servis died in 2003, 
and Donna’s mother, Florence, 
passed away last March. Soon 
after, Donna Servis said, she 
decided she wanted to come 
back to the race track and take 
out her jockey’s agent hcense. 

“By the grace of God, I 
truly beheve this is something 
I was meant to do my whole 
hfe,” said Servis. “Pm just sorry 
it took me this long.” 

Servis first took the 
books of riders Gary Wales 
and Jose Ferrer, but now has 
Montanez and journeyman 
Alex Gonzalez, who also came 
to Parx from Cahfornia. 

Servis—who is the mother 
of two daughters, Kelh and 
Kristi, and grandmother to 
Aidan, 1, and Lilly, 7 —said 
that she feels her people skills 
and her knowledge of racing 


from many different aspects 
has helped her in her role as a 
jockey agent. 

“They said I wouldn’t make 
it because I’m too nice,” she 
said. “But I’ve always worked 
in a male-dominated world, and 
I don’t find this to be any dif¬ 
ferent. And being on the race 
track is hke home to me.” 

She credits the support and 
encouragement of her fam¬ 
ily, which also includes cous¬ 
ins John Servis, who gained 
fame as the trainer of 2004 
Kentucky Derby/Preakness 
winner Smarty Jones, and Jason 
Servis, a successful trainer on 
the New Jersey/Florida circuit, 
for helping guide her back to 
the sport, as well as a Httle 
“divine intervention” from her 
father. 

“I do think he is proud of 
me,” she said. 

Vince CampaneUa’s Movin’ 
Out gave a dominating perfor¬ 
mance in the $75,000 Bensalem 
Stakes on March 15, leading 
from gate to wire in 1:15.02 for 
the six and a half furlongs. 

Trained by Keith LeBarron 
and ridden by Eriluis Vaz, the 
6-year-old Pennsylvania-bred 
son of Diamond set brisk frac¬ 
tions of :43.96 and 1:08.30 
before drawing off late to win by 
three lengths over Despite the 
Odds and Wink At the Girls. 


It was the second stakes win 
for Movin’ Out. Last year, he 
captured the $100,000 PHBA 
Classic Stakes at Parx. 

From 35 career starts. 
Movin’ Out has won 10 times 
and placed 12 times, earn¬ 
ing $472,310. Bred by Stone 
Church Farm and Hickory 
Plains Farm, Movin’ Out is the 
first stakes winner for his mul¬ 
tiple stakes-placed dam. Ask 
Me Out (by Clever Champ). 

The Golden Oak Farm 
of Ted and Robin Stepanoff 
experienced great success from 
2006 through 2009 with home¬ 
bred Jet Away Jane. The daugh¬ 
ter of Unbridled Jet out of the 
Stepanoffs’ mare Mints First 
Star (by Beyond the Mint) won 
10 of 33 starts, including five 
stakes, and earned $543,937. 

When Jet Away Jane was 
retired to the Stepanoffs’ farm 
in Oley, Pa., to begin her new 
life as a broodmare, the torch 
was passed to several other 
Golden Oak homebreds. One 
of them, Becca’s Best, found 
the winner’s circle at Parx on 
March 14, triumphing in a 
starter allowance at a mile and 
a sixteenth, his second hfe time 
win. 

Trained by Thomas R. 
Miller, the Stepanoffs’ longtime 
conditioner (who also trained 
Jet Away Jane), Becca’s Best 
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rallied from well off the pace 
under jockey Richard Bracho 
to take the lead near the eighth 
pole and drew away to a length 
and a half victory 

A 4-year-old gelding by 
Real Quiet, Becca’s Best is out 
of Holy Moly Oley, by Storm 
Broker. Holy Moly Oley is a 
half-sister to Jet Away Jane. 
Becca’s Best has won twice 
from 10 starts, and earned 
$62,100. 

Ronnie and Betsy Houghton 
have become leading owners 
and breeders in Pennsylvania 
through the exploits of home- 
breds who carry the green and 
blue silks of their Syknar Farm, 
as well as the occasional horse 
they ve purchased at auction. 
One such horse, Moonlite 
Grinder, was plucked by 
Ronnie Houghton out of the 
Fasig-Tipton December Mixed 
Sale as a weanling for $4,000, 
and has gone on to win three 
of his four starts and earn 
$80,956. 


The 3-year-old gelding’s 
most recent victory came on 
March 16 in an allowance event 
at one mile, 70 yards, in which 
he rallied from just off the pace 
on a muddy surface to prevail 
by a length and a half under 
jockey Frankie Pennington. 

‘‘The longer he goes, the 
better he is,” said Bernie 
Houghton, the Houghtons’ 


son and trainer. “This is a horse 
that never seems to get tired. 
What’s nice about him is that 
he also has a httle speed, and 
he’s very gritty-he pins his ears 
and really tries hard. I think 
the longer he goes, the better 
he is.” 

Bernie Houghton said that 
after the gelding won his prior 
race, a $25,000 claiming event 


at Parx at the same distance 
by 11H lengths, Pennington 
expressed confidence at the 
step up into allowance com¬ 
pany.

PENN NATIONAL 
UNVEILS 
STAKES LINEUP 
WORTH NEARLY 
$2 MILLION

P enn National has unveiled 
the richest stakes sched¬ 
ule in the 39-year his¬ 
tory of the track, a hneup of 
races worth $1,975 million for 
2011. It feamres 12 open stakes 
and nine Pennsylvania-bred 
restricted events, with a total of 
eight events carded for the turf 
“We appreciate the enthu¬ 
siasm our local horsemen 
demonstrated in helping us 
nearly double our stakes pro¬ 
gram from last year,” said Mark 
Loewe, Penn National’s vice- 
president of racing. 

New to the schedule is the 
$200,000 Six Bits Sprint for 
3-year-olds and up at six fur¬ 
longs, set for November 23, 
the night before Thanksgiving. 
Three additional stakes, each 
worth $75,000, will be run 
that evening-the Le B ago ter, 
Swatara and Blue Mountain. 

Penn National’s annual 
Pennsylvania Governor’s Cup 


Racing festival will be held 
July 29 and 30, with $800,000 
in stakes, topped by the 39th 
running of the $200,000 
Pennsylvania Governor’s Cup 
at five furlongs on the turf. 

Last year, Chamberlain 
Bridge won the Pennsylvania 
Governor’s Cup en route 
to victory in the $1 milhon 
Breeders’ Cup Turf Sprint-G2 
at Churchill Downs in Novem¬ 
ber. 

While improvements have 
been made to the backstretch 
and frontside of Penn National 
over the last few seasons, the 
Internet presence of the race 
track got a long overdue face 
hft when its new Web site, 
www.hollywoodpnrc.com, was 
unveiled in early March. 

The Web site offers hve 
video of each night’s rac¬ 
ing as well as archived video 
replays. There is a “News and 
Notes” section. Horseman’s 


Information, Calendars and 
General Info, plus informa¬ 
tion regarding the Hollywood 
Casino. Track announcer and 
handicapper John Bogar also 
posts his nightly selections. 

Jockey Clinton Potts, 39, 
piloted his 3,000th winner 
on March 8, putting Forever 
Tango, owned and trained by 
Todd Beattie, on the lead in the 
one mile and 70-yard allowance 
feature and never looking back. 

Potts’s career in the saddle 
began at Blue Ribbon Downs 
in Oklahoma, and he has since 
been a member of several dif¬ 
ferent jockey colonies on both 
coasts. 

“I broke and trained 
Quarter Horses during my 
freshman year in high school,” 
said Potts. “I started riding 
Quarter Horses at Blue Ribbon 
Downs in 1989.” 

It was also at Blue Ribbon 
Downs that Potts won his first 
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RACING SECRETARY 
PAUL JENKINS RETIRES 


W hen Paul Jenkins 

moved up to the racing 
secretary’s post back in 
the early 1970s at Keystone 
Racetrack in Bensalem, Pa,, 
the job was done the old fash¬ 
ioned way—with pencils, eras¬ 
ers and glue. 

Now, as Jenkins heads into 
retirement at age 68, after 
directing the racing office at 
Penn National for the past 
11 years, computers have 
largely automated the pro¬ 
cesses of compiling condition 
books and creating overnight 
sheets. Yet some things have 
remained constant. 

‘‘There is still no substimte 
for interacting with people 
on a daily basis,” said Jenkins. 
“And that’s something I really 
like to do.” 

A native of PeckviUe, Pa., 
Jenkins has “done just about 
everything there is to do at 
a race track,” he said. But he 


didn’t expect to spend nearly 
his entire working life in the 
Sport of Kings after graduat¬ 
ing from college with a degree 
in landscape design and horti- 
culmre, and operating his own 
garden center and nursery in 
Doylestown, Pa. 

As a spectator at now- 
defunct Liberty Bell Park in 
northeast Philadelphia in the 
late 1960s, Jenkins became 
intrigued by the sights and 
sounds of the race track, and 
left his gardening business to 
work on the Liberty Bell back- 
stretch. 

From there, in addition to 
owning some horses, he took 
on a succession of jobs-as a 
groom, assistant trainer, exer¬ 
cise rider, pony person and 
racing official. Along the way, 
he developed a wide circle of 
friends, and became racing 
secretary at Keystone upon 
the retirement of Larry Craft. 


Stints as racing secretary 
followed at Garden State Park, 
River Downs, Elks Park and 
then back to Philadelphia 
Park (the former Keystone) 
before Jenkins settled at Penn 
National in 1999, 

One of the best aspects of 
his career as a racing secretary, 
said Jenkins, was the cross- 
section of people he was able 
to meet. 

“I walked into my office 
one time and standing there 
were Billy Joel and Christie 
Brinkley,” he said. He also 
met many athletes, including 
Chicago Bears quarterback 
Jim McMahon, Philadelphia 
Eagles player Reggie White 
and Phillies pitcher Jim Kaat, 
and became good friends with 
Eagles coach Buddy Ryan, 
who also owned and trained 
Thoroughbreds. 

When asked what he felt is 
the hardest part of being a rac¬ 
ing secretary, Jenkins rephed, 
“Having to tell people ‘no.’ 

“You can’t always make 
everybody happy,” he said, 
“but sometimes you have to 
tell them things they don’t 
want to hear, and it’s tough. 


because you’re talking about 
people’s livelihoods.” 

Jenkins said that he and his 
wife, Winnie, are looking for¬ 
ward to doing some traveling 
during his retirement, as their 
three children are now grown. 

“I would hke to get back 
into landscaping and horticul¬ 
ture,” he said. “I also want 
to look into possibly teach¬ 
ing kids, maybe in the 7 to 
10-year-old range, about hor- 
ticulmre and plants.” 

“I want to wish Paul the 
best; he saw many of the lows 
at Penn National during the 
years it struggled before get¬ 
ting slots and gaming, and has 
been a key in moving the rac¬ 
ing forward as it has been 
transitioning to a better and 
more solid overall program,” 
said Chris McErlean, vice- 
president for Penn National 
Gaming Inc. 

“I’U miss my routine and aU 
my friends,” said Jenkins. “I’d 
be lying if I said I won’t. But 
it’s time for a dinosaur like me 
to move on.”

Potts had been a regular 
at Penn National for many 
years when he won the tiding 
tide here in 2000. He rode in 
Florida and on the southern 
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Cahfornia circuit in 2006 and 
’07. While in Florida he won 
the first Grade 1 race of his 
career, aboard River’s Prayer, 
in the 2007 Princess Rooney 
Handicap at Calder. 

His second Grade 1 score 
came in the 2008 Vosburgh 
Stakes at Belmont Park with 
Black Seventeen, for trainer 
and co-owner Brian Kotiner, 

As of early April, Potts has 
won 27 of his 108 mounts at 
Penn National, good for third 
place in the jockeys’ standings 
behind Dana Whitney and 
Kenny Santiago. Potts has a 
winning rate of 25 percent, 
the second-highest among the 
regular riders. 

Single Scoop scooted to a 
four and three-quarter-length 
score on March 14 in a one 


mile Pennsylvania-bred allow¬ 
ance for fillies and mares. 

The 5-year-old daughter of 
Scrimshaw, owned by Michael 
Anspach, looped the field on 
the far turn and made a dra¬ 
matic run down the lane, over¬ 
taking leader Silhouette Island 
to post the victory under jock¬ 
ey Manuel Chaves. 

Single Scoop, who has now 
earned $130,632, is trained by 
Craig S. Miller and was bred 
by Two Sisters’ Farm Inc. 
Her dam. Ice Cream Dream 
(by Sheikh Albadou-GB), is a 
half-sister to multiple graded 
stakes winner and millionaire 
J J’sdream. 

Kieron Magee’s Great 
Intuition, a 5-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Great Notion, scored a 
hard-earned victory in a six- 


furlong allowance on March 
19. Under jockey Clinton Potts, 
she lagged behind the field 
early, then launched a wide rally 
on the turn to sweep into the 
stretch and nail leader Shes- 
adozer nearing the wire for a 
half-length victory. 

Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Beth Bayer, Brett Brinkman 
and Scott Peck, Great Intuition 
was claimed by Magee on his 
own behalf for $5,000 out of 
a race at Parx on December 11. 
She finished fourth that day, 
and for her next start, Magee 
stepped her up to allowance 
company at Parx. She won that 
January race by a head, and fin¬ 
ished second, also in allowance 
company, two starts later. 

Since Magee claimed her. 
Great Intuition has made four 
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starts, with two wins and a 
second, earning $60,330. In 
her career, she has won six 
times from 21 starts and earned 
$138,700. 

Yardley, Pa., resident Toni 
M. Kirwan can be considered 
an expert at crafting interest¬ 
ing and unusual names for 
her homebreds. When one of 
her horses competes, ids usu¬ 
ally a mouthful for the track 
announcer, as Kirwan Hkes to 
push to the hmit the maximum 
number of letters (18) allowed 
by The Jockey Club. Racegoers 
have been treated to tongue¬ 
twisting and often humorous 
plays on words, utilizing some 
part of the sire or dam’s name, 
as well as the sight of Kirwan’s 
distinctive bright pink silks with 
the large colorful parrot on the 
back (she is also an exotic bird 
aficionado). 

On March 21, Penn National 
announcer John Bogar had the 
pleasure of calling Kirwan’s 
Jazmainiansupertaz as he led 
his rivals on a merry chase in a 
five and a half-furlong claiming 
test, leading throughout under 
jockey Matthew Rispoh and 
winning by five and a quarter 
lengths. Jazmainiansupertaz, 
owned by the Kirwan Equine 
Groups Inc., Ed Hipps and 
Team Central Inc., and trained 
by Danny Velasquez, is a son 
of Jazz Club out of Kirwan’s 
mare Dawn’s Diva. The victory 
increased the 4-year-old geld¬ 
ing’s earnings to $91,726. 

Dawn’s Diva, who also 
raced for Kirwan, has produced 
two other foals: current year- 
ting Streakingsunseeker (by 
Sunriver) and 2-year-old Divas- 
hightekkgizmo (by Tekken- 
Ire), the latter bred by Shirley 
Lojeski but named by Kirwan. 

Kirwan began in the rac¬ 
ing and breeding business with 
a modestly bred mare named 
Btitzen’s Echo, a daughter of 
Compelling Sound out of a 
Double Edge Sword mare who 
earned $85,021 in 51 starts. But 
for Kirwan, Btitzen’s Echo has 
been much more productive in 
the breeding shed. 
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From Blitzen’s Echo, Kir- 
wan has bred stakes horses 
Blitzensfoxyvixsin (by Partner’s 
Hero; $344,958) and Blitzens- 
discogetem (Disco Rico; 
$104,515) and $195,216-earner 


Bht 2 enskissinqpid (a seven¬ 
time winner by Yankee Victor). 

Bht 2 en’s Echo has also 
produced a son of Gators N 
Bears, now 4, named Blit 2 ens- 
honeybare; a 2-year-old Tekken 


fiUy named Blit2enstekkldpink, 
and the Bu 22 ards Bay yearling 
colt BlLt 2 ensbu 22 wiserr. 

When asked why she 
chooses such complicated 
names for her horses, Kirwan 


said, “Because when my horse 
is running in a race, I want to 
be able to hear his name being 
called.” 

To that end, she has defi¬ 
nitely succeeded. ^ 


TRAINER JEFF 
RUNCO POISED 
TO MAKE 
HISTORY AT 
CHARLES TOWN

A S of April 5, Charles 
Town-based trainer Jeff 
Runco stood within four 
wins of becoming just the 24th 
trainer in North American rac¬ 
ing history to achieve 3,000 
career victories. 

Following a career as a jock¬ 
ey, Runco mrned to training in 
the mid 1980s. His horses have 
banked almost $30 million 
since then, including a Charles 
Town record of more than 
$2.8 million in 2010, and have 
captured 100 or more races in 
19 of the last 20 years. 

Runco was also poised to 
join an even more select group 
as one of only eight trainers 
boasting 3,000 or more wins 
and a winning ratio of 20 per¬ 
cent or more (for those trainers 
where all statistics are avail¬ 
able). This list is composed 
of Jerry Hollendorfer, Scott 
Lake, Steve Asmussen, Bobby 
Frankel, Bill Mott, Bud Delp 
and Gerald Bennett, who 
saddled Black Belt to a third- 
place finish behind Runco’s 
Sea Rescue in the 2010 West 
Virginia Breeders Classic 
Stakes. 


Runco’s best performer to 
date has been Researcher, a 
two-time winner of the Charles 
Town Classic and the first horse 
to earn $1 million at Charles 
Town. 

Veteran trainer Ronney 
Brown had a rewarding run in 
early March in allowance com¬ 
pany. He sent out Shade Tree 
Thoroughbreds Inc.’s 3-year- 
old gelding Max Cooper to 
a $20.60 victory on March 
11. Then the following night. 
Brown unleashed Kenneth 
L. Brown’s 4-year-old West 
Virginia-bred filly Favorite 
Princess (by Bop), who made 
the most of a fast track to lead 
aU the way as 2.7-1 favorite. 

Owner/trainer Scooter 
Davis bolstered his racing 
operation with a pair of claims. 
On March 10, Davis dropped 
a $12,500 slip for Sky Can 
Fly, a 4-year-old daughter of 
Peace Rules who finished third 
in the optional claimer won by 
Princess Malka. 

Davis then plucked the 
classy 7-year-old gelding Sea 
Dubai for $12,500 on March 
23. The son of E Dubai, twice 
stakes-placed in 2009, has 
career earnings of $222,748. 
Bred in Maryland by ZWP 
Stable, he is a half-brother to 
stakes performers Danny E, 
Ovechkin and Seattles D. J. 

Blues in the Night helped 
ease the hit to Davis’s pocket- 
book with a victory on March 
19. Davis trains the 7-year-old 
son of Luftikus for Winfred L. 
Hess Jr. 

Trainer Gary Capuano 
has had roaring success with 
Ghostly Thunder, a son of West 
Virginia-based sire Ghosdy 
Minister who counts the 2008 
West Virginia Breeders Classic 


among his five stakes wins and 
has earnings of $541,718 to 
date. 

Capuano and co-owner 
Larry Fowler now campaign 
another Ghosdy Minister 
son. Proud Pluck, who pro¬ 
duced a dramatic allowance 
victory on March 22. Proud 
Pluck burst from the back of 
the nine-horse field to over¬ 
take frontrunner Rocky Marsh 
in the final strides and post 
a half-length victory under 
jockey J.D Acosta in the six 
and a half-furlong test. Proud 
Pluck (out of Hindsight, by 
Wayne County-Ire), was bred 
by Buck Woodson, who stands 
Ghosdy Minister (by Deputy 
Minister) at his Buckstud Farm 
in Charles Town. 

Lil Miss Jane came through 
with a sprint allowance victory 
on March 5 for owner Jane 
Tobin and trainer Edwin Tobin. 
The 4-year-old daughter of 
Windsor Castie out of Powders 
Wish (by Weshaam) finished 
sixth in the 2010 West Virginia 
Division of Tourism Breeders 
Classic Stakes, but the fam¬ 
ily had earlier noteworthy suc¬ 
cess on Breeders Classic night. 
Powders Wish’s half-brother 
Punk Robinson captured the 
2008 West Virginia “Onion 
Juice” Breeders Classic Stakes 
for the Tobins. 

Four-year-old Printscess 
Poach returned to the win¬ 
ner’s circle on March 8 after a 
solid five and a half-length vic¬ 
tory in a seven-fiirlong allow¬ 
ance for fillies and mares. The 
West Virginia-bred daughter of 
Prints of Peace shot to the 
front from the far outside post 
and stayed there for a gate-to- 
wire victory over a fast track. 
Bred, owned and trained by 


Dale Shockey, Printscess Poach 
has won four of 15 career out¬ 
ings for earnings of $88,275. 
Prints of Peace, a son of Storm 
Cat, stands at O’Sullivan Farms 
in Charles Town. 

Owner/trainer David Hen¬ 
drickson’s 4-year-old colt Con¬ 
federate Silver scored in sev¬ 
en-furlong allowance company 
on March 9. The West Virginia- 
bred son of Dixie’s Wild Again 
(out of Talkin Money, by Wayne 
County-Ire) stayed on the lead 
throughout and rewarded back¬ 
ers with a $25 mutuel payoff. 

Jockey Joshua Navarro 
got a nice closing effort from 
longshot Midnight Gem in 
a March 3 sprint allowance. 
The Maryland-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Ma 2 el Trick was the 
second-to-last choice on the 
board in the field of seven, 
but got trainer Dale Clark and 
owner Ramshead Stables LLC 
to the winner’s circle with a 
half-length win, paying $74.80. 

Swish Maravich, one of 
Charles Town’s most consistent 
performers over the past few 
years, suffered a fatal break¬ 
down in an optional claimer 
on March 10, her first start of 
the year. 

The 6-year-old daughter of 
Civilisation, owned and trained 
by Gerald Burns, had con¬ 
cluded 2010 on a high note 
when defeating allowance fil- 
hes and mares in November. 
For her career, she won or 
placed in 25 of 33 starts and 
earned $253,372. Bred in West 
Virginia by Rene K. Moore and 
Naylee Farm, Swish Maravich 
was the top earner for her sire, 
who stands at Naylee Farm in 
Summit Point, WVa. ^

HALF-BROTHER TO FOUR WINDS FARM 

THE CLIFF’S EDGE LOSES MO MON 

TO XANTHUS 



A ndiron, a son of A.P. Indy 
and half-brother to mil¬ 
lionaire The Cliff’s Edge, 
moved this spring to Xanthus 
Farms in Gettysburg, Pa. The 
5-year-old bay, the property of 
Walter Downey’s Tea Party 
Stable, is standing his first year 
in Pennsylvania for $2,500, or 
$2,000 for mares foaling in 
Pennsylvania. 

A winner while campaign¬ 
ing for Darley Stable, Andiron 
swept to victory in a mhe and 
an eighth maiden special weight 
on the mrf at Saratoga in 2009. 
He is one of six winners from 
eight to race for the Danzig 
mare Zigember, whose leading 
performer is The Cliff’s Edge. 

A graded stakes winner at 2 
and 3, The Cliff’s Edge earned 
$1,265,258 from 13 starts. His 
victories included the Grade 1 
Blue Grass Stakes over Lion 
Heart and Limehouse, the Ken¬ 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes-G2 
and Iroquois Stakes-G3. Seven 
times he was stakes-placed, 
counting Grade 1 placings in 
the Travers Stakes (to Bird- 
stone), Jockey Club Gold Cup 
(to Funny Cide and New¬ 
foundland) and Florida Derby 


(to Friends Lake and Value 
Plus). 

In his first three crops to 
race. The Chff’s Edge is the 
sire of graded stakes winner 
Our Edge and the earners of 
more than $3.1 mMon. 

Andiron’s second dam is 
Cahfornia Oaks winner Red 
Ember, who is also the grand- 
dam of 2010 Kentucky Cup 
Turf Stakes-G3 winner Rezif. 

Others found in the fam¬ 
ily include Grade 1 winner 
Comedy Act ($498,687, Santa 
Barbara H-Gl, etc.), graded 
stakes winners Tizaqueena 
($654,698, Churchill Distaff 
Turf Mile S-G2, Arhngton 
Matron S-G3, etc.). King’s Nest 
($513,024, King’s Bishop S-G3, 
General George S, etc.). Mister 
S. M. ($400,098, Garden State 
S-G3, etc.), Hull (Derby Trial 
S-G3) and Ziggy’s Act (4 wins 
in 6 starts. Pucker Up S-G3, 
etc.), Japanese millionaires 
Keeneland Swan and Gaily 
Tomahawk and $505,591-earn¬ 
er and Grade 1 -placed B areola. 

Andiron covered mares in 
2010 at ArdeU Sayler’s Farm in 
South Dakota. 


P opular stallion Mo Mon, 
one of New Jersey’s lead¬ 
ing sires, died in his pad- 
dock on March 9 from an 
apparent heart attack. Owned 
by Dianne Boyken, the 13-year- 
old dark bay made his entire 
stud career at Boyken’s Four 
Winds Farm in Clarksburg. 

From the first crop of cham¬ 
pion and classic sire Maria’s 
Mon, Mo Mon entered stud 
at Four Winds after a career in 
which he won or placed in 13 
of 21 starts, earning $197,720. 

Five times Mo Mon was 
stakes-placed, four times at 
Mountaineer Park during his 
4-year-old season, when sec¬ 
ond in the Harvey Arneault 
Memorial, Waterford Park, 
sup ton Fell and Panhandle 
Handicaps. At 3, he was third in 
the El Camino Real Derby-G3 
at Golden Gate. 

Out of the Key to the 
Mint mare Sewing Lady, Mo 
Mon was a half-brother to 
Breeders’ Cup Distaff-Gl win¬ 
ner Adoration, an earner of 
$2,051,159 with six additional 
stakes victories, five graded, 
including the Santa Margarita 
Invitational Handicap-Gl, and 
three graded stakes placings. 

Six of Sewing Lady’s nine 
winners were $100,000-plus 
earners. 

From 73 foals in his first 
three crops. Mo Mon has sired 


three stakes horses, led by the 
full siblings Moneigh Lisa and 
Loving Dove. 

Now 5, Moneigh Lisa was 
bred by Boyken in parmer- 
ship with Amy Bondon-Peltz. 
Campaigned by Rookie Thor¬ 
oughbred Racing Stable Inc., 
the chesmut scored in the 
Spruce Fir Handicap at Mon¬ 
mouth Park last July to become 
her sire’s first stakes winner. 
Moneigh Lisa has earned 
$223,332 from 19 starts. 

In November 2010, Loving 
Dove rallied to victory in the 
Jersey Juvenile Stakes. Bred 
by Boyken and owned by Red 
Oak Stable, the chestnut geld¬ 
ing won two of five starts at 2, 
and earned $89,500. 

Mo Mon is also the sire 
of stakes-placed juvenile No 
Mo Magic from his first crop. 
From three crops to race, his 
runners have earned more than 
$900,000, and he has average 
earnings per starter of $24,123. 
A high percentage (65 percent) 
of his runners have started as 
2-year-olds. 

Mo Mon ranked second on 
New Jersey’s general sires hst 
and 2-year-old sires hst in 2010.

Sheldon Russell 
makes the most of 

opportunity by Sean Clancy 



S heldon Russell went to the 
British Racing School with 
two friends — kids trying 
to become jockeys. All three 
graduated in 2004. Ryan Powell 
is stiU trying to make it as a 
jockey. With 26 wins from 293 
rides, he still has his apprentice 
allowance, and is strugghng to 
make a career, a hfe. The other, 
Chris Hough, won two races in 
four years, gave up the dream, 
and is galloping horses. 

Nice guys. Talented riders. 
Wrong country. 

While his friends toil in 
England, RusseU has soared 
in America. The 23-year-old 
Laurel, Md., resident domi¬ 
nated the Laurel Park winter 
meet with 45 wins, 13 more 
than Maryland’s overall leading 
jockey in 2010, Forest Boyce. 

Russell won a Maryland title 
in 2008 and held his own in 
New York while riding as an 
apprentice at Aqueduct in the 
winter of 2008/’09. Last year 
he was battiing Boyce for the 
fall title when he broke eight 
ribs and punctured a lung, forc¬ 
ing him to the sidelines until 
the first of the year. After three 
months, Russell had his second 
Maryland tide, ranked 27th in 
the nation for wins and 50th 
for purses earned. 

Since 2007, Russell has 
tallied 376 wins from 2,613 
mounts for more than $8 mil- 
hon in purses. 

Born in Louisiana while his 
dad. Dean Russell, pursued a 
riding career, Russell returned 
with his parents to their native 
South Africa, and then he 
moved to England with his 
mother, Alison Russell, and 
two sisters after his parents 
divorced. 

Russell’s dad moved to 
England three years later and 
it didn’t take long for Russell to 
follow his dad’s lead. He would 
make the two-hour bus ride 
from Heathrow to Newmarket 
every weekend to spend time 
with his dad, who had become 
an assistant to legendary trainer 
Sir Michael Sroute.

At 16, Russell was out of 
school and looking for a road to 
take. He enrolled in the British 
Racing School, graduated and 
got a job working for trainer 
Chhs Dwyer. Britain produces 
more jockeys than it does races, 
and Russell won one race in 
2005. When Dwyer decided to 
retire, Russell needed to look 
for another road. With a dual 
passport, it was easy to travel to 
America, and he signed up for a 
three-month stint with British- 
born Michael Dickinson at his 
North East, Md., farm. 

“A lot of the English guys 
come over and go to Florida, 
get three months’ experience, 
get away from the England 
winter. I thought that’s what I 
was doing, and I flew into 
Philadelphia. It was colder than 
England,” Russell said. ‘‘Every¬ 
body else flies to Florida, Santa 
Anita. There I am flying into 
Philadelphia. It was 14 degrees 
or something.” 

After his three months were 
up, Russell was working on 
finding a new job in England 
when Dickinson pulled him up 
and changed his hfe. 

“He sat me down and was 
Hke, ‘You could really do good 
over here. You’re a likable kid, 
but you need more time,’” 
Russell said. “You know when 
you’re a kid, you want to ride. 
But for some reason I listened 
to him and took that break, 
gave it an extra year. It helped. 
I didn’t rush into it.” 

Dickinson, who trained the 
first five home in the 1983 
Cheltenham Gold Cup-Gl 
and won two editions of the 
Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl with 
Da Hoss, recognized some¬ 
thing. Patient and persistent, 
Russell went home, scrounged 
up money, packed his bags and 
came back. 

Dickinson introduced the 
American style of riding to 
Russell. He knew nothing 
about getting horses to change 
leads or about fractional times. 
In 2006, Dickinson sent Rus¬ 
sell and a groom for a winter 
at Palm Meadows, where the 


apprentice gained experience 
with trainers Carl Nafzger and 
Ian Wilkes, who put him on 
their best 3-year-old, eventual 
Kentucky Derby-G1 winner 
Street Sense. 

“That was awesome. That 
was a lot of pressure. I was 
still young; I think I was 18,” 
Russell said. “One day they 
said ‘You get to work him.’ I 
was Hke, ‘work him?’ It was 
about a week before the [2007] 
Tampa Bay Derby. The press 
was there. Having that job, get¬ 
ting on nine or 10 a day, helped 
a lot. I was stiU new to the rac¬ 
ing thing; they taught me a lot 
about time and the race track.” 

Feehng Hke his protege 
was finally ready for the show, 
Dickinson gave Russell a 
chance in the afternoon. 

“He always rode well, very 
neat, a good horseman, loves 
his horses. Not aU jockeys love 
their horses but he loves his 
horses,” Dickinson said. “I 
put him on some no hopers. 
The first horse was a first-time 
starter at Monmouth. It had no 
possible chance and finished 
second. We put an experienced 
jockey on the next time and it 
finished fifth. That happened 
several times. I wanted him to 
get experience and not lose his 
bug too quickly. I put him on 
no hopers and they ran much 
better.” 

During a conversation 
about his career, Russell makes 
sure he credits Dickinson for 
his success. He also makes sure 
to mention trainer Tim Keefe, 
who put him on 14 winners, 
including three stakes winners, 
at the winter meet and has 
become a great friend. And 
trainers Hugh McMahon, Mark 
Shuman, Nafzger, Wilkes. Oh, 
his agent Marty Leonard. 

RusseU is Hkable, affable, 
soft-spoken, funny, humble. 
Underneath that is a tough- 
minded jockey who is patient 
and aggressive, soft-handed 
and strong-willed. Give him 
anything with a chance and 
he’U give it every chance. 


“He knows what I want 
without me telHng him. I don’t 
give him many instructions. I 
trust his decision-making. He’s 
a good rider and a good friend,” 
Keefe said at the end of March. 
“He’s coming to dinner tonight 
and asked me if he could jump 
[daughter] Ryan’s pony because 
he said he wanted to check it 
off his Hst. That’s him. He’s 
fun, personable and Hkes Hfe.” 

Perhaps that’s because he 
recognizes the chance he’s been 
given—getting to America and 
overcoming adversity since he’s 
been here. By his count, he’s 
lost 15 months due to injury 
(broken ribs, hand, vertebrae 
in back, infected screws in 
his back) and has always been 
given another chance. 

“You go from being so fit 
to bedridden, you lose aU your 
timess, your muscle tone, and 
then you have to start all over 
again. You have to build up 
your business again,” Russell 
said. “Luckily, people were wiU- 
ing to put me on horses straight 
away. One minute you’re on the 
sideHnes and the next you’re 13 
wins in front.” 


RusseU is comfortable Hving 
in a townhouse in Laurel. His 
mother moved here last fall (a 
week before he broke his ribs 
and punctured his lung). As for 
Newmarket, England, and try¬ 
ing to eke out a Hving, Russell 
knows he Hves in the land of 
opportunity. He thinks about 
what he’d be doing if he hadn’t 
Hstened to Dickinson, if he 
hadn’t met Keefe, McMahon, 
Shuman, Leonard. If he hadn’t 
taken a chance. If he weren’t 
given a chance. 

“You’re only riding one a 
week, you get caught up in it 
and think you’re a jockey and 
a couple of years later you’re 
galloping horses,” RusseU said. 

“It’s terrible. I speak to my 
friends and I’m teUing them 
about winning five races. Some 
of them have given up already.” 

Every town in Britain has a 
racing pub where dreams are 
made and lost. 

“Every Saturday night in the 
Orange House in Newmarket,” 
RusseU said of the weU-known 
racing pub. “I’m not a big 
drinker but I guarantee I’d have 
foUowed my fiiends in there.”^

STRAWBRIDGE RUNNERS 
CONTINUE TO DAZZLE 


G eorge Strawbridge’s Augus¬ 
tin Stable had two home- 
breds win graded stakes 
within a two-week span in 
March. Both are trained by 
Graham Motion at Fair Hill 
Training Center in Fair Hill, Md. 

The richer of the two victo¬ 
ries came with Smart Bid, a son 
of Smart Strike who is in his 
best season to date at the age 
of 5. The dark bay mrned in an 
exhilarating stretch run in the 
$400,000 Mervin H. Muni 2 Jr. 
Memorial Handicap-G2 at Fair 
Grounds on March 26 to record 
his first graded stakes win. 

Under Edgar Prado, Smart 
Bid rallied to get the lead in 
deep stretch of the mile and 
an eighth test, and held off 


fast-closing Expansion to win 
by the shortest of noses. It 
was the first win of the year 
for the lightly raced Smart Bid. 
He just missed by a similar 
margin in his previous start, the 
Grade 1 Gulfstre am Park Turf 
Handicap won by Teaks North 
on February 5. In January, he 
finished third, a little more 
than a length and a quarter 
behind winner Little Mike, in 
the Ft. Lauderdale Stakes-G3 at 
Gulfstream Park. 

Smart Bid has shown tons 
of class throughout his career. 
He has been in the top three 12 
times in 14 starts, with seven 
stakes wins orplacings, for earn¬ 
ings of $543,138. He recorded 
his first stakes win at Santa 


Anita in the 2009 Damascus 
Stakes on the synthetic surface 
in the first race of day on the 
Saturday Breeders' Cup card. 
All of his stakes placings have 
been in graded races. 

Out of graded stakes win¬ 
ner Recording, a daughter of 
Dan 2 ig who earned $134,224 
while campaigning as a home¬ 
bred for Strawbridge, Smart 
Bid is a half-brother to stakes 
winners Representing (by Rahy) 
and Deal Making (Empire 
Maker). His half-sister, the 
unraced Screening (by 
Unbridled), is the dam of 2011 
graded stakes-winning 3-year- 
old Anthony's Cross, victor of 
the Robert B. Lewis Stakes-G2 
at Santa Anita, and graded 
stakes winner Fugitive Angel, 
who was named champion 
Pennsylvania-bred 3-year-old 
filly of 2010. 

Recording has been pen¬ 
sioned because of foot prob¬ 
lems that make it difficult for 


her to carry a foal, according 
to Strawbridge. Her final foal 
is a current yearling colt by 
Smart Strike. She is also the 
dam of 2-year-old Vanishing, 
a daughter of Lemon Drop 
Kid. Smart Bid's second dam. 
Ratings (by Caveat), was a five¬ 
time stakes winner of $448,641 
who counted the Diana Handi- 
cap-G2 among her victories. 

The Strawbridge fiUy Dyna¬ 
mic Hohday made it three 
stakes wins from three starts in 
2011 with her dominating two- 
length victory in the $150,000 
Herecomesthebride Stakes-G3 
on March 13 over the Gulf- 
stream Park turf. The 3-year- 
old daughter of Harlan's Hob¬ 
day, who won the Tropical Park 
Oaks on New Year's Day and 
the Florida Oaks in February, 
upped her career earnings to 
$232,575 from seven starts. 

Ridden by Ramon Domin- 
gue2. Dynamic Holiday saved 
ground racing in midpack early

Distorted Humor for 2012. 


QUANTUM MISS GIVES 
BREEDER DAN RYAN HIS 
FIRST GRADED WIN 


D an Ryan has big shoes to 
fiU, following in the foot¬ 
steps of his father, Jim 
Ryan. But he handles it with 
aplomb. 

The elder Ryan founded one 
of the nation’s largest home- 
building firms, Ryland Homes, 
and from the late 1970s through 
the 1980s he ranked among the 
nation’s leading owner/breed- 
ers, represented by the hkes 
of Belmont Stakes-Gl winner 
Caveat and Echpse Award win¬ 
ners Heavenly Cause and Smart 
Angle. 

Now 59, Ryan long ago 
established his own successful 
business, Dan Ryan Builders, 
based in Frederick, Md., and 
he currently breeds and races 
horses on a relatively large 
scale, with 16 broodmares and 
15 horses in training. 

Ryan was rewarded with 
his first graded stakes win 
when the 3-year-old homebred 
Quantum Miss captured the 
$100,000 Cicada Stakes-G3 on 
March 19 at Aqueduct. 

Trained by Tony Dutrow, 
Quantum Miss showed talent 
and consistency from the get- 
go, winning or placing in each 
of her three starts last year, 
including the Blue Mountain 
Stakes at Penn National, the 
premier event for Pennsylvania- 
bred juvenile fiUies. 

Making her 3-year-old debut 
in the Old Hat Stakes-G3 on 
January 5 at Gulfstream Park, 
she was installed as 7-5 favorite, 
but stumbled at the start and 
finished next to last. Bettors 
rightly overlooked that deba¬ 


cle when she remrned in the 
Cicada, and sent her off as 
1.9-1 favorite in the field of 
seven. Jockey Corneko Velas- 
que 2 was in the irons for the 
first time. 

Undeterred by a brief 
bumping incident with Mary- 
land-bred Dream at the start. 
Quantum Miss moved to a 
clear lead in the final furlong 
and dug in to prevail by a half 
length over runner-up Coax 
Liberty, stopping the timer in 
1:11.99 for six furlongs. 

Dream, campaigning as 
a homebred for David and 
JoAnn Hayden’s Dark HoUow 
Racing Partnership, finished 
third. 

The victory boosted Quan¬ 
tum Miss’s earnings to $150,750 
from five starts (three wins). 

Although she was expected 
to race before then. Quantum 
Miss’s major goal is the Grade 
1 Prioress Stakes on July 4 at 
Belmont Park, said Ryan. 

Quantum Miss has ties to 
the Ryan legacy through her 
sire. Smoke Glacken, the 1997 
Eclipse Award-winning sprint¬ 
er and Maryland-bred Horse 
of the Year. Smoke Glacken 
is a son of Two Punch, the 
long-successful Maryland stal¬ 
lion who resulted from the 
mating of Mr. Prospector and 
Heavenly Cause. 

Ryan purchased Quantum 
Miss’s multiple stakes-placed 
dam, Quanah County (by Valid 
Expectations), for $150,000, in 
foal to Langfuhr, at the 2006 
Keeneland January sale. The 
Langfuhr fiUy, named White 



Pearl, was the mare’s first foal 
and sold for $80,000 at the 
2007 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Eastern FaU Yearhng sale. 

Quantum Miss is the third 
foal from her dam, and first 
stakes performer. 

Boarded at Mark Reid’s 
Walnut Green Farm in West 


Grove, Pa., Quanah County 
has a 2-year-old filly by Stevie 
Wonderboy and a yearhng filly 
by Yes It’s True-bred by Ryan 
under the stable name Smart 
Angle. She was due to foal 
in early April to the cover of 
Afleet Alex and booked back 
to Speights town.

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T o say that o’wners Sylvia 
and Arnold Heft have been 
on a roll would be an under¬ 
statement. The gregarious and 
resilient couple-she turns 90 
on June 1, while he will cele¬ 
brate his 92nd birthday this 
month-sent out horses to win 
exactly half of their 14 starts 
so far this year (through April 
11 ). 

Even more impressively, 
their talented 3-year-old filly 
Red's Round Table and hard¬ 
hitting older horse Eightto- 
fasttocatch (a Maryland-bred 
son of Not For Love) com¬ 
bined to win three stakes. 

"WeVe always had a good 
time with our horses," said 
Sylvia Heft, who encouraged 
her husband when they made 
their first horse investments 
back in 1986, figuring it would 
be an activity they could enjoy 
together in his retirement. 

Competing primarily in 
Sylvia Heft's name, the cou¬ 
ple's racing stable consists of 
four runners at the track, and 
three as yet unnamed 2-year- 
olds. They give much of the 
credit to their trainer. Laurel 
Park-based Tim Keefe. "We 
put our trust in him, and he 
does a superior job," com¬ 
mented Arnold Heft. 

Heft made his own mark 
on the sports world, as a mi¬ 
nor league baseball player 
for several teams, including 
the Orioles, from 1938 and to 


1942, and as a longtime ref¬ 
eree for the National Basket¬ 
ball Association (1945 to '61). 
He has been inducted into 
the Washington Metropolitan 
Area Basketball Hall of Fame 
and Greater Washington, 


D.C., Jewish Sports Hall of 
Fame. 

Before selling his interest 
in 2000, Heft was also a part¬ 
ner in Washington Sports and 
Entertainment LP, and as such 
had ownership involvement 
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in various sports teams, in¬ 
cluding the Washington Bul¬ 
lets (now Wizards), Capitals 
and Mystics, as well as the 
sports arena now known as 
the Verizon Center. 

The names of both the 
Hefts' current stable stars re¬ 
flect that involvement. 

Eighttofasttocatch is 
named for Alexander Ovech¬ 
kin, "one of the greatest ice 
hockey players I've ever 
seen," said Heft. 

Red's Round Table memo¬ 
rializes Heft's friendship with 
the late Boston Celtics coach 
Red Auerbach, who joined 
other sports figures, including 


Heft, for a weekly lunch at a 
Chinese restaurant for many 
years. 

Purchased privately in 
Florida by Keefe as a 2-year- 
old, Red's Round Table has 
missed only once in seven 
starts. Last year at 2 she cap¬ 
tured the Only Queens and 
White Clay Creek Stakes, and 
she is 2-for-2 this season, with 
victories in the Wide Coun¬ 
try and Marshua Stakes. Her 
earnings total $159,600. She 
was given a rest following the 
Wide Country in March, and 
is expected to return to action 
this summer. 

Eighttofasttocatch-a big, 
physically imposing horse- 


took some time to round into 
form, said Arnold Heft. "But 
we're ecstatic about him." The 
$47,000 Fasig-Tipton Midlan- 
tic Eastern Fall Yearling buy 
finished third (behind Pocket 
Patch and Ham and Ernie) in 
last year's Maryland Million 
Turf, and recorded his first 
career stakes win in the Har¬ 
rison E. Johnson Memorial 
Stakes on the closing day of 
the Laurel meet, March 26. 

Bred by David and JoAnn 
Hayden's Dark Hollow Farm 
and Graham Motion's Her- 
ringswell Stable, Eighttofast¬ 
tocatch has won or placed 13 
times, earning $189,940, in 23 
career starts. 


The Hefts have cam¬ 
paigned a number of earlier 
stakes performers, including 
the multiple stakes winners 
Baldski's Choice, Pulverizing 
and He Is Risen, but never 
have they celebrated as many 
victories within a relatively 
brief span. 

"We're animal lovers," said 
Sylvia Heft. "And in some 
ways, that's not good, because 
you're not supposed to fall 
in love with your horses. Too 
many things can happen. Still 
we love that life-going to the 
races to watch our horses run. 
That kept us going through 
some lean times, and now it's 
just pure fun." ^

The $75,000 Conniver 
Stakes on March 12 featured a 
stellar field of Maryland-bred 
fillies and mares. All stakes 
winners, the six contenders 
had combined for 35 career 
victories, including 14 stakes, 
and nearly $1.4 million in 
earnings. 

It turned out to be a romp 
for Buckingham Farm's home¬ 
bred Fascinatin' Rhythm, 
who got the perfect set-up in 
the seven-furlong race. Her 
speediest rivals set a blister¬ 
ing pace, began to sputter on 
the turn, and were helpless as 
she cruised by to win the filly 
and mare event as her rider 
pleased. 

The Conniver saw favorite 
Five Diamonds and last year's 
winner Sweet Goodbye ex¬ 
change the lead while battling 
through opening quarters of 
:22.32 and :22.72. Fascinatin' 
Rhythm sat behind them, with 
jockey Forest Boyce waiting 
for the duo to come back to 
her. Five Diamonds, the 1.7-1 
favorite, folded on the turn 
and 2010 Barbara Fritchie 
Handicap-G2 winner Sweet 


Goodbye was overtaken at the 
top of the lane. 

Fascinatin' Rhythm, 
trained by Richard W. (Dick¬ 
ie) Small, won the Conniver 
by four and a quarter lengths 
in 1:24.90. Sweet Goodbye 
finished second, with Miss 
Charm City third. Completing 
the order of finish were Balti¬ 
more Belle, Sterling Vow and 
Five Diamonds. 

Fascinatin' Rhythm was re¬ 
turning from a third-place fin¬ 
ish in the February 19 Barbara 
Fritchie Handicap-G2. 

"The Fritchie was so excit¬ 
ing and when she ran so well 
that day it felt like she was on 
the upswing," Boyce said. "I 
was a little worried because it 
seemed J.D. [Acosta on Sweet 
Goodbye] was sitting up there 
pretty easy. I moved a little 
sooner than I normally would 
because I thought she [Sweet 
Goodbye] had a good shot 
to win and wanted to get the 
jump on her before she just 
kept going. It worked out well 
for us." 

The daughter of More 
Than Ready upped her re¬ 
cord to seven wins and 18 
on-the-board finishes in 28 
career starts and earnings of 
$296,823. Last year she cap¬ 
tured the Jameela and Geisha 
Stakes at Laurel, and she has 
to her credit a total of seven 
stakes placings, also having 
finished third in the 2009 edi¬ 
tion of the Fritchie. 


"Her last race was excel¬ 
lent in the Fritchie," said 
Small. "I was really pleased 
with her race and between the 
two races she did sensational. 
This race came up tougher 
than I thought but I was really 
confident because she was 
training so well." 

This was the fifth Conniver 
score for Small, whose previ¬ 
ous victories came with Final 
Chapter (1984), Parade of Roses 
(1988), Fleet Broad (1994) and 
Shashobegon (2000). 

Fascinatin' Rhythm comes 
from an illustrious family go¬ 
ing back several generations 
at Binnie Houghton's Buck¬ 
ingham Farm in Chestertown, 
Md. Her stakes-winning dam, 
April Gator ($101,034, Cincin¬ 
nati Trophy S, etc.), bred by 
Houghton's father, Ander¬ 
son Fowler, is a daughter of 
Fowler's homebred Green Al¬ 
ligator, the Gate Dancer colt 
who carried Fowler's colors 
to a fourth-place finish in the 
1991 Kentucky Derby-Gl. 
Green Alligator's dam. La 
Reine Rouge (by King's Bish¬ 
op), is the granddam of 2006 
Kentucky Derby winner Bar- 
baro. 

April Gator's dam. Don't 
Be Foolish (by Caveat), was 
a stakes-placed earner of 
$79,710 as well as the dam of

Laurel Park, the $75,000 Har¬ 
rison E. Johnson Memorial 
Stakes. 

Ridden by Sheldon Russell, 
who led all jockeys during 
the winter meeting with 45 
victories, Eighttofasttocatch 
covered the nine furlongs 
in 1:50.64 and won by a half 
length. The win was the first 
in a stakes by the 5-year-old 
gelding. 

It was his second consecu¬ 
tive win since trainer Tim 
Keefe decided to remove 
blinkers on the son of Not For 
Love. 

Eighttofasttocatch cap¬ 
tured an allowance race at 
Laurel in February by nine 
and three-quarters lengths, 
and in winning the Harrison 
Johnson he registered a 103 
Beyer speed figure, the high¬ 
est of any stakes winner that 
weekend. 

"The last time he ran we 
took the blinkers off and the 
idea was to try and get him 
to relax," Russell said. "He 
relaxed nicely last time. Tim 
told me try and get him to re¬ 
lax again and use some of that 
early speed later in the race. 
He is a completely different 


horse. He is able to relax and 
kick in when he needs to." 

"I have always loved him," 
Keefe said. "He just got too 
worked up and did too much 
too early and couldnT finish. 

"We took our time with 
him and changed this up in 
the morning which also re¬ 
ally helped. I wasnT sure he 
was going to get the mile and 
an eighth distance today but 
Sheldon did a marvelous job." 

Eighttofasttocatch, bred by 
David and JoAnn Hayden's 
Dark Hollow Farm and Gra¬ 
ham Motion's Herringswell 
Stable, is the 11th foal from the 
prolific producer Too Fast to 
Catch. 

Herself a stakes-placed 
earner of $109,180, Too Fast to 
Catch has been represented by 
10 winners from a dozen start¬ 
ers, including one other stakes 
performer-the 1995 Two 
Punch gelding Storm Punch, 
who won the Primer Stakes 
and was four times stakes- 
placed, including a third in 
the Frank J. De Francis Memo¬ 
rial Dash-Gl. 

Eighttofasttocatch has 
career stats of 23-6-3-4 and 
$189,940 in earnings. ^

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Legislative update: Newjersey racing 
industry buffeted by outside forces 


S ince the election of Governor Chris Christie in 
November 2009, all things gaming have been 
turned on their head in Newjersey. From his 
first month as governor, the Christie administration 
has delved into all facets of pari-mutuel, Internet and 
casino gaming. 

By March 1, 2010, and after only six weeks 
in office. Gov. Christie had disbanded Gov. Jon 
Corzine’s Blue Ribbon Task Force on Horseracing 
and replaced it with the Newjersey Gaming and 
Entertainment Advisory Commission headed by his 
campaign finance chairman, Jon Hanson. 

The Hanson Commission was composed of 
representatives with ties to Atlantic Cit/s casino 
industry, sports entertainment personalities, 
commercial developers and a former president 
and CEO of the Newjersey Sports and Exposition 
Authority. The commission met informally until 
July 2010, interviewing various stakeholders. The 
net result was a report released in the summer of 
2010 that provided numerous viable solutions 
for the casino industry and jump starting the 
stalled Xanadu Entertainment Complex at the 
Meadowlands, but very few realistic and acceptable 
solutions for New Jerse/s racing and breeding 
industry. 

The Democratic leadership in the state legislature 
saw this and immediately jumped in with a full 
summers worth of bicameral (not bipartisan) public 
hearings on the viability of the Hanson Commission 
recommendations with a special emphasis on 
keeping the horse racing industry viable and 
profitable in the years to come. The net result of the 
legislature’s actions was a series of bills that would 
change the face of gaming in Newjersey. 


We must remember that all of this was going 
on while Monmouth Park was running the most 
successful racing meet in the country, with purses 
averaging $1 million per day for 50 days. The "50-day 
Elite Summer Meet” broke all records for attendance 
and wagering both on track and off track. This meet 
was sanctified by legislation signed by Gov. Christie 
at Monmouth Park on opening day. 

Even with the 2010 Monmouth Park success, the 
Hanson Commission and Gov. Christie held firm 
that there would be no incentives, supplements, 
bridge funding or any other financial support 
coming to racing and breeding from the state of 
Newjersey or the casino industry after the 2010 
racing season. The governor’s reason was the state 
was in such horrible fiscal condition that he could 
not justify devoting state dollars to one sector or 
one industry when so many were hurting. He also 
believed the faltering Atlantic City casino industry 
could not help the horse racing industry with purse 
supplements given the fact that the casino industry 
had lost more than 40 percent of its revenues to the 
ever-increasing competition for the gaming dollar 
from other states in the region and the economic 
recession. 

The result was a fall/winter legislative session 
in which nine gaming bills (eight racing-related) 
reached the governor’s desk. As of mid-March, five 
of the bills became law, two of the bills were vetoed 
and one of the bills remained on the governor’s 
desk unsigned. There was also a constitutional 
referendum passed by both houses that will ask the 
voters on the 2011 election ballot whether or not 
there should be sports wagering offered at the state’s 
casinos and race tracks.

LEGISLATIVE UPDATE continued- 


The bills signed into law were: 

P.L. 2011, c 14: Permits race track permit holders 
to provide for single pari-mutuel pools for each 
running or harness horse race. 

P.L. 2011, c. 15: Authorizes exchange wagering 
on the results of in-state and out-of-state horse races 
through an exchange wagering system. New Jersey 
is the second state in the U.S. to approve exchange 
wagering on horse racing. 

P.L. 2011, c. 18: Directs the establishment 
of an Atlantic City Tourism District; broadens 
powers and duties of the Casino Reinvestment 
Development Authority (CRDA); transfers Atlantic 
City Convention and Visitors Authority and its 
function to CRDA. This bill also contained a three- 
year, $30 million diversion of funds from the CRDA 
to horse racing purses over a three-year period upon 
the approval of the New Jersey Racing Commission 
(NJRC). Unfortunately, even if the NJRC approves 
an allocation of the $30 million, the governor has 
threatened a veto of NJRC meeting minutes to 
prevent the diversion from occurring. 

P.L. 2011, c. 19: Revises various aspects of casino 
industry regulations. 

P.L. 2011, c. 26: Revises various off-track wagering 
provisions of the Off-Track Wagering and Account 
Wagering Act. 

The constitutional referendum that will be put on 
the November 2011 ballot is: 

SCR132. This state constitutional amendment 
authorizes the legislature by law to allow wagering 
at Atlantic City casinos and at horse race tracks on 
sports events. 

Keeping the race tracks as a potential site for 
sports book was a huge win for New Jersey racing 
and breeding. A last-minute amendment was put 
forward by the Atlantic City casino industry that 
would have allowed sports books at the race tracks 
only when a live meet was to be conducted. This 
amendment would have been devastating to New 
Jersey racing as the racing calendar has shrunk each 
year. Thankfully, an impassioned plea for fairness 
from TBANJ lobbyist Barbara DeMarco caused the 
committee not to accept the amendment and sports 
book (if ever approved and allowed in New Jersey) 


will be offered at both Atlantic Cit/s casinos and the 
state’s race tracks. 

The bills that were vetoed were: 

S490: Would have permitted Internet wagering 
at Atlantic City casinos under certain circumstances. 
The governor vetoed this bill because he felt that 
there was a need for a constitutional referendum on 
whether or not the state’s electorate wanted Internet 
wagering. He also objected to provisions in the bill 
that would allow Internet cafes and a portion of 
funds being derived from Internet wagering to go to 
horse racing purses. 

S2394: Would have dedicated revenues from 
certain sales and use taxes to provide enhanced 
incentives for breeding and development of certain 
race horses in New Jersey. The governor vetoed this 
bill along with 14 others, calling them "unfunded 
mandates.” This means that if this bill would have 
become law it would have diverted money out of 
the general fund to a specific purpose without 
replacing the money taken from another source. The 
governor’s office also informed the supporters of this 
legislation that it would set "bad precedent” and any/ 
all industries that were looking for financial support 
would want to duplicate this action by diverting sales 
and use taxes from their specific commodity back to 
their specific industry. 

The final bill waiting for the governor’s action is 
S831. This bill permits wagers to be placed at race 
tracks or casino simulcasting facilities in advance 
for races not simulcast at a facility under certain 
circumstances. 

The bills that were signed into law now await 
regulatory guidance, which is to be drafted and 
ultimately promulgated by the Department of Law 
and Public Safety. 

The last issue of great importance to the racing 
industry is the potential lease of Monmouth Park. 
This process started at the beginning of March with 
a Request for Proposal being issued to potential 
bidders. Eight entities responded. They had until 
March 31 to submit a proposal.

Monmouth Park announces 
2011 major stakes schedule

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VTA announces 2010 
year-end award winners 


S adly, Edward P. Evans will 
not step up to receive his 
awards for the 2010 racing sea¬ 
son. Virginias perennial lead¬ 
ing breeder, Evans succumbed 
to lymphoma on December 31. 
Still, the lineup of Virginia- 
bred champions is once again 
dominated by runners produced 
at Evanss Spring Hill Farm in 
Casanova. 

Powered by Grade 1 win¬ 
ners Quality Road and Malibu 
Prayer, Evans was represented 
by 583 starters who won 104 
races and a total of $4,884,927. 
Evanss three top earners were 
Quality Road ($1,260,000), A 
Little Warm ($708,000) and 
Malibu Prayer ($269,500)-aU 
2010 Virginia-bred champions. 

Add to the list the 2-year-old 
colt Curlinello and sprint spe¬ 
cialist Elusive Gift, and Evans 
earned the leading breeder title 
plus five championships. 

Quality Road (Elusive Quality 
—Kobla, by Strawberry Road- 
Aus) was named champion Vir¬ 
ginia-bred older male after win¬ 
ning three Grade 1 stakes-the 
$750,000 Woodward Stakes, 
$500,000 Donn Handicap and 
$500,000 Metropolitan Mile. 

Malibu Prayer (Malibu Moon 
—Grand Prayer, by Grand Slam) 
won the $250,000 Ruffian Han¬ 
dicap-G1 at Saratoga and has 
been named champion Virginia- 
bred older female. 

A Little Warm (Stormin Fever 
—Minidar, by Alydar) missed 
the Kentucky Derby, as did his 
stablemate Quality Road the 
year before, and rounded into 
form during the summer with a 
win in the $500,000 Jim Dandy 
Stakes-G2 at Saratoga. Among his 


three graded stakes-placings was 
a third, beaten a neck, in the $1 
million Pennsylvania Derby-G2. 
For his efforts, he has been named 
champion Virginia-bred 3-year- 
old male. 

CurlineUo (Smart Strike— 
ColoneUa, by Pleasant Colony) 
was the only male to represent the 
commonwealth on the Experi¬ 
mental Free Handicap (rated at 
104 pounds). He earned $64,000 
from just three starts, includ¬ 
ing seconds in the $100,000 
Garden State and $70,000 Seton 
Hall University Stakes, both at 
Monmouth Park. 

Elusive Gift (Elusive Quality— 
Christmas Gift, by Green Desert) 
earned $132,499 in 2010 while 
winning four races, including two 
sprint stakes at Colonial Downs, 
the $50,000 John D. Marsh and 
$50,000 Punch Line Stakes. 

The second-leading Virginia- 
bred earner in 2010 was Win¬ 
chester, who campaigned as a 
homebred for Bertram and Diana 
Firestone. Virginia-bred horse of 
the year in 2008, Winchester 
(Theatrical-Ire—^Rum Charger- 
Ire, by Spectrum) earned $892,080 
last season with signature wins in 
the $500,000 Joe Hirsch Turf 
Classic-G1 and $400,000 Man¬ 
hattan Handicap-Gl. He is the 
champion Virginia-bred turf runner. 

Joe Allbritton’s Lazy Lane 
Farm in Upperville has consis¬ 
tently produced Virginia-bred 
champions, and 2010 was no 
exception. Position Limit and 
In the Rough earned year-end 
awards in the 2 and 3-year-old 
filly divisions, respectively. 

Position Limit (Bellamy Road 
—Payable On Demand, by Out of 
Place) won both of her starts and 


was weighted at 116 pounds, just 
seven pounds less than Eclipse 
Award winner Awesome Feather, 
on the Experimental Free Han¬ 
dicap for fillies. After breaking 
her maiden at Belmont Park in 
impressive style. Position Limit 
won the $150,000 Adirondack 
Stakes-G2 at Saratoga. 

In the Rough (Stormy 
Atlantic—Old Fashion Girl, 
by Arch) earned $124,775, her 
efforts including a victory in the 
$125,000 Coconut Grove Stakes 


T he Virginia HBPA is again 
sponsoring a series of $2,000 
flat races for Virginia-bred/sired 
runners at the spring steeplechase 
meets. The series got underway 
at Blue Ridge in BerryviUe on 
March 12 with the winner of last 
years finale. Forest BeU, picking 
up where he left off. 

Rider Jeff Murphy sent Forest 
BeU to a wide lead, and the Simon 
Hobson-trained runner cruised 
home by at least 10 lengths in 
the one-mUe test, with Love 
Colony second and Rockmani 
third. Forest BeU, a 5-year-old 
son of Forestry—^Mambo BeU, by 
Kingmambo, was bred in Virginia 
by the late Edward P. Evans.

Commission 

eter Burnett, a Leesburg horseman and 
lawyer who served eight years as a mem¬ 
ber of the Virginia Racing Commission, 
including the last four years as its chairman, 
was not reappointed when his term expired 
in December. Virginia Governor Bob 
McDonnell selected}. Sargeant Reynolds Jr., 
a Richmond real estate developer, to replace 
Burnett. Before appointment to the VRC in 
2003 by former Gov. Mark Warner, Burnett 
was the Virginia HBPAs vice-president. 

The newly constituted VRC elected 
incumbent commissioner Clinton Miller as 
its chairman. 

The commission also hired Bernard J. 
Hettel as executive secretary. He replaces 
Victor Harrison, who left to work for Penn 
National Gaming. Hettel has lengthy experi¬ 
ence in racing. A University of Louisville 
graduate, he was employed for 20 years by 
the former Kentucky Racing Commission, 
leaving in 2004 as its executive director and 
chief steward. He subsequently worked as 
Gulfstream Park s director of racing. 

Commission approves 
race schedule 

A t its March meeting, the VRC formally 
approved the summer race schedule 
requested jointly by the Virginia HBPA and 
Colonial Downs. Racing at the New Kent 
track starts on Wednesday, June 8 and runs 
through Sunday, July 31.The barn area opens 
to horsemen on May 25. 

Post time on Wednesday, Thursday and 
Saturday is 5 p.m., with a Sunday post at 
1 p.m. The stakes program, headed by the 
Colonial Turf Cup and Virginia Derby-G2, 
is the same as last year with one change. The 
Turf Cup is no longer restricted to 3-year- 
olds. Because race days have been reduced 
this year to four per week, average individual 
overnight purses are expected to increase by 
about $2,400 per race. 

The Virginia-bred owner’s bonus likewise 
increases, going from 60 percent to 100 per¬ 
cent. That means the owner of a Virginia- 
bred horse finishing in the top four in an 
open non-stakes race receives a 100 percent 


bonus on top of his or her standard purse 
share. 

Benevolence programs 

T he Virginia HBPA will again provide 
services for backstretch workers dur¬ 
ing Colonial Downs’s summer meet. Work 
begins with cleaning and replacing mattresses 
and air conditioners in the six dormitories 
and includes general repairs in the barns 
before the backstretch opens. 

During the meet, the VHBPA classroom 
building next to the track kitchen becomes 
the center of activity for training programs, 
referral to medical and dental care, van 
transportation to shopping and recreation, 
distribution of meal vouchers for those in 
need, and our chaplaincy program. The 
2,000 square-foot building also has a kitchen, 
large-screen television, computers, print¬ 
ers, copiers, fax machines, Wi-Fi and sports 
equipment, all of which are free for use by 
owners, trainers and backstretch workers. 

The building is open every day from 6 
a.m. to 10 p.m. The telephone number is 
(804) 966-1234; fax (804) 966-2410. 

National HBPA Convention 

he Virginia HBPA is one of 30 affili¬ 
ates of the National HBPA, headquar¬ 
tered in Lexington, Ky. Those affiliates, with 
more than 30,000 Thoroughbred owner 
and trainer members, are located in nearly 
all racing states. Their related tracks account 
for over 70 percent of race days in the U.S. 
and Canada. 

Joe Santanna, from the Pennsylvania 
HBPA, is National president. The Virginia 
HBPA’s Robin Richards is National first 
vice-president. Remi BeUocq is chief execu¬ 
tive officer. 

Twice yearly, the National HBPA invites 
representatives from all of its affiliates to a 
convention. Unlike many conventions, which 
are often social events, HBPA gatherings for 
the most part are substantive information 
exchanges among horsemen, industry leaders 
and experts.The most recent meeting in Hot 
Springs, Ark., was no exception. 

Highlighting the first day was a panel 
addressing the subject of “Working With 
Your Track Partner to Monitor and Verify 


the Purse Account.” Panelists included Eric 
Jackson, general manager of the Oaklawn 
Jockey Club; Bill Walmsley, president of the 
Arkansas HBPA; Craig Gegorek, a certi¬ 
fied public accountant with Gegorek & 
Company, P.A.; Dave Basler, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Ohio HBPA; and Marty Maline, 
executive director of the Kentucky HBPA. 

Discussion focused on modern verifica¬ 
tion methodology needed to ensure that 
horsemen’s purse accounts are funded accu¬ 
rately, properly and in a timely manner. 

Another panel that day discussed 
“Education and Opportunity on the Back¬ 
stretch.” Its focus was on raising awareness of 
existing educational and financial aid pro¬ 
grams available to horsemen and their fami¬ 
lies. Participants included Tim Capps from 
the University of Louisville Equine Industry 
Program, Wendy Davis of the University of 
Arizona Race Track Industry Program, Dr. 
Augusta Julian, president of Bluegrass 
Community College, and Elizabeth Jensen, 
president of Race for Education. 

The next day, a panel of experts reviewed 
progress over the past 20 years in the field 
of equine drug testing and enforcement 
of regulatory standards. Dr. Rich Harden, 
medical director for the Virginia Racing 
Commission, was one of the panelists. Also 
taking part were Dr. Steven Barker from the 
Louisiana Racing Commission, Dr. Thomas 
Tobin of the Department of Veterinary 
Science at the University of Kentucky, and 
Dr. Don Shields, an equine practitioner in 
California. 

A fourth panel discussed “Modern 
Approaches to Successfully Managing 
Equine Partnerships.” 

In between panels there were a number 
of organized breakout sessions that gave 
affiliate representatives a chance to exchange 
information on common issues such as 
immigration regulations and enforcement, 
health clinics and the impact of health care 
reform, state legislative initiatives, the use of 
social media to communicate with mem¬ 
bers, and tax aspects of owning and training 
horses.

An overwhelming choice in her 
division, this Parx Racing-based filly 
won all four of her starts last season, 
including the West Virginia Triple 
Crown Nutrition Breeders Classic 
and Eleanor Casey Memorial Stakes, 
earning $121,440. 

Two-year-old male: Mr. Proud 
Allen. Dk.b./br.c., My Boy Adam— 
Lets Just Do It, by Roy. Bred, owned 
and trained by John A. Casey. 

Mr. Proud Allen established early 
dominance in his division, winning his 


debut by a widening nine lengths in 
late June at Charles Town. 

He delivered a scintillating 
late run to narrowly prevail in the 
Mountaineer Juvenile Stakes at 
Mountaineer in August, his only 
other outing of the season, boosting 
his career total to $64,900.
